RECEIVED: A Breeders’ Cup Win and You’re In 
spot by the William Hill Haskell Invitational at Monmouth 
Park. The Grade 1 race for 3-year-olds carries a purse of $1 
mMon for its July 27 renewal, but will also give the winner an 
automatic entry and travel allowance for the $5 million Classic 
at Santa Anita Nov. 1. The Haskell wiU be televised on NBC. 

COMPLETED: The Rolex Kentucky Three- 
Day Event by four Thoroughbreds bred in the region. 
Pennsylvania-bred Tsunami, whose Jockey Club name is Tsu 
Tsu Ro, led the way by placing 18th for rider Sarah Cousins. 
New Jersey-bred Parker (Eastside Park) placed 22nd for rider 
James AlHston of Great Britain. Maryland-bred Ziggy (Ziggy’s 
Berry Boy) placed 27th for Rachel Jurgens. West Virginia-bred 
Houdini (Rocky Times) finished 34th for Katie Frei. 

ELECTED: To the National Thoroughbred Racing 
HaU of Fame, jockey Alex SoHs, trainer Gary Jones and 
champion horses Ashado and CurHn. The four will officially 
join the HaU during a ceremony at Saratoga Aug. 8, and 
have some regional connections. SoUs, who won the 1986 
Preakness with Snow Chief, is closing in on 5,000 career wins 


and ranks ninth aU-time in purse earnings. Two-time Horse of 
the Year CurUn won the Preakness in 2007 en route to more 
than $10.5 milUon in career earnings. Two-time champion 
Ashado won the 2004 CotilUon at Parx and finished second 
in the PimUco Breeders’ Cup Distaff of 2005 for trainer 
Todd Pletcher. Jones was based in California for his career, 
which included such standout trainees as Turkoman, Best Pal, 
Kostrama and others. Maryland-based sprint standout Xtra 
Heat, who won 26 of 35 starts for trainer John Salzman Sr. 
during the early 2000s, did not receive sufficient votes for 
induction. 

EXPANDED: The Maryland-based Retired 
Racehorse Project, which dropped the word ‘‘Training” 
from its name and launched a new website to serve 
owners, service providers, horse shoppers and off-track 
Thoroughbred owners. In addition, the organization 
(headed by Steuart Pittman) is producing a state-by-state 
retired racehorse resource directory. The RRP hosts 
its Thoroughbred Makeover marketplace and national 
symposium Oct. 4-5 at PimUco Race Course in Baltimore. See 
retiredracehorseproject.org for more.

Industry working together 
for a greater good 


T he Racing Biz, a website 

covering Mid-Atlantic racing, 
launched in 2013 and hits some 
of the bases Mid-Atlantic Thoroughbred 
can’t-more timely news, quicker 
racing coverage and other bits and 
pieces. The independent site, headed 
by Frank Vespe, can be accessed 
at theracingbiz.com or via a feed 
from midatlantictbxom.

I t’s a truism that politics makes strange bedfellows. And in racing, that means 
something like this: the Maryland Horse Breeders Association, Maryland 
Thoroughbred Horsemen’s Association and Maryland Jockey Club making 
common cause. 

On May 5, those three groups co-hosted a fundraiser to support the campaign of 
Lt. Gov. Anthony Brown, who is running for governor. 

The letter promoting the event-signed by the presidents of the three 
organizations-Josh Pons (MHBA), Richard Meyer (MTHA) and Tom Chuckas 
(MJC)-noted, ^^Both Anthony and [his running mate] Ken [Ulman] have repeatedly 
committed to protect the racing industry’s share of VLT revenues.” 

It’s not exactly news that these are challenging times in the Thoroughbred 
industry. A shrinking base of owners, dwindling foal crops and dechning handle have 
put the squeeze on racing and breeding. 

In such an environment, alternative revenues, such as those generated by video 
lottery terminals (or slot machines), give the industry the chance to hang on today 
and—what’s more important—invest in making a better tomorrow. 

The experiences of other states make clear that, while the Thoroughbred 
industry may perceive slots funds as ‘‘our money,” pohticians do not. In the last few 
years, Pennsylvania has redirected more than $150 milhon in slots proceeds from 
racing to other uses. More recently. West Virginia’s share of gaming revenues took a 
10 percent hit. 

Hence, the necessity of working together-of working to elect Hke-minded 
politicians and of demonstrating a genuine commitment to building the business in 
the long run. The 10-year agreement Maryland parties signed last year to govern racing 
is one part of that. The deal to promote breeding in the state is another. These are 
evidence of an industry realizing that the future will not—cannot—look like the past. 

What’s more, they help give the industry the tools it needs to say-convincingly— 
to Annapolis that it is investing the VLT revenues, not merely spending them. 

Anthony Brown’s opponent for the Democratic nomination for governor, Doug 
Gansler, meanwhile has his own idea of how to invest the VLT revenues. He’d 
take half of racing’s share of those funds - already far less than enjoyed by, say 
Pennsylvania-and put it into early childhood education. 

Of course, Gansler’s proposal isn’t the first salvo in this battle and surely won’t be 
the last. It is hkely that bills to redirect some or aU of the VLT proceeds away from 
the Thoroughbred industry will be a fairly regular part of future legislative sessions. 

Which is why the sight of Maryland racing’s major stakeholders working together 
in this regard—strange as it might have seemed a year or three ago—is such a welcome 
one.

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Talking Charles Town Classic with 


C harles Town hosted its featured 
Charles Town Classic-G2 April 19. 
The $1.5 million stakes attracted 
California shippers Imperative and Game 
On Dude who finished 1 -2 and high¬ 
lighted a stakes-packed card that offered 
$2,148 million in purse money. 

Mid-Atlantic Thoroughbred's Sean Clancy 
talked with Charles Town's vice-president 
of racing operations Erich Zimny about 
the star-studded day. 


MAT: Describe this year's Charles Town 
Classic, highs and lows, good points and 
bad, handle, attendance. 

Zimny: Handle was down this year vs. 

2013 primarily because we had some very 
large show pools last year that weren't 
replicated in 2014. We felt the interest in 
the event was every bit as high though 
and it's tough to classify the second largest 
handle in the 80-year history of our 
track as anything but a big success. The 
only thing I'd characterHe as a low point 
was how we were looking at a matchup 
between the winners of the only two 
Grade 1 dirt races run in the division so 
far this year and that fell apart when Lea 
came down with a viral infection 10 days 
before the race. It would have been great 
to see that matchup but it's obviously just 
happenstance and we had to keep it in 
perspective. If I told you 10 years ago that 
Charles Town would have the top-rated 
American horse in the Longines world 
rankings on our track trying to break John 
Henry's all-time record for earnings by a 
gelding, you'd have laughed. We have to 
keep in perspective how far we've come. 


MAT: What are the positives and 
negatives about hosting a night like that? 

Zimny: The positives are not only the 
impact the night has in a vacuum but 
also the way it helps forge a better brand 
image and strengthen our simulcast signal. 
Even though we may run a lot of $5,000 
races, the challenge is getting people to 
associate Charles Town with Game On 
Dude, Groupie DoU or Big Drama instead 
of them having a default perception to 
the $5,000 race. If you can move the 
needle even a little bit in that respect, 
it makes a tangible impact. It's not a 
coincidence that the last three years were 
the three best pari-mutuel years in our 
history from a daily handle perspective. 



MAT' Obviously, the $1.5 million usually 
goes to out-of-town horses, do you get 
flak from your horsemen about that? 

Zimny: You hear some chatter about that 
peripherally, but nothing more. I'd hke 
to think they can grasp how these events 
have had such a significant and positive 
impact on our product and are the best 
tools we have to promote racing here. 
People also quickly forget that a horse in 
our barn area. Researcher, is the only two- 
time winner of the race. 

MAT : What were you thinking when 
Game On Dude and Imperative hooked 
up going into the turn? 

Zimny: Game On Dude already had to 
fight off Moreno early and a middle move 
from Long River and you could tell on 
the far turn who the winner was going to 
be. I actually thought Game On Dude ran 
huge. One thing about Imperative taking 
the lead I can distinctly remember is that, 
when I watch that race from the winner's 
circle, I can never hear the announcer's 
stretch call because of the crowd but this 
time people were so stunned it got silent 
almost instantly. I could hear every word. 

MAT; Looking out at the crowd, it was 
crazy to see the people lined up five, six 
deep along the rail, what is that like for 
you to see? The Field of Dreams hne, ‘Tf 
you build it. . ." came to mind. 

Zimny: That's what I think of too. If 
you build it, they will indeed come. I 
remember being in the paddock before

the race, looking up and seeing people 10 
deep around the paddock, lined four deep 
up the stairs leading up to the grandstand 
and thinking how cool it was that our 
crowd was so into it. It just goes to show 
you, if you put on a quality program, 
people wiU respond. 

MAT: Are there changes you would make 
or are thinking about making for next 
year? 

Zimny: We always look to see what we 
can do better from event to event but, 
barring something unforeseen, I would 
think any change would be on a micro 
level and not structural. 

MAT: It was great to see Down Town 
Allen win her 19th career race at Charles 
Town. It seems hke there are always these 
great local horses who win a lot of races 
and attract a fan base (I remember Onion 
Juice!) at Charles Town. What does that 
legacy mean? 

Zimny: The local horses hke a Down 
Town Allen are so cool because they do 
stick around a httle longer and gather a 
following. Those horses are huge on our 
event nights and we love pushing the 
local connections. We want to try and 
get people tuning in to see Game On 
Dude famihar with Down Town Allen, 
John Casey and Matt McGowan amongst 
others so they're more aware of the 
players in our program the other nights of 
the year and might tune in to play us then 
too. I truly beheve that works. 

MAT: Give me the highhght for you. 

Zimny: There are two highhghts for 
me. One is how our entire team has 
built this event from scratch in a short 
amount of time into what it's become. 
They've executed the game plan so well. 
Our racing secretary Charhe McIntosh 
did a great job this year putting the card 
together. Above aU, it's special to see 
how proud they are to be a part of it all 
and put the show on. The other is the 
crowd and buzz in the building that sticks 
with me. There's a level of energy and 
excitement on that night that you don't 
get other nights. A few different people 
told me they left the track just feeling 
really good about horseracing here and 
that's something very welcome to hear. 
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PENSIONERS ON PARADE by Maggie Kimmitt 




B etween 1999 and 2001, 

Unexplainable was practically a 
household name at Parx Racing. Not 
only was the Adena Springs-bred son 
of El Prado (Ire)—Brilliant Prospect, by 
Marine Brass, popular with the betting 
pubhc, he was a hot commodity in the 
claim box as well. Every one of his 10 
lifetime wins came at the Bensalem, Pa., 
oval, then still called Philadelphia Park. 

Kate Demasi trained the gray for 
Pewter Stable II and Steve Viola. He 
began his career at 3 in 1999, breaking 
his maiden in his sixth start. He made 
14 starts that season, with Phil Aristone 
claiming him out of a winning effort for 
new owner Leonard Klinghoffer on Nov. 
23 at Parx. Demasi and Pewter Stable II 
LLC dropped the slip for him five months 
later in April 2000. Five wins and a year 
and a half later, those connections lost 
him again, this time to trainer Andrea 
Gonzalez and Diamante Racing Stable. 
Gonzalez ran him back eight days after 


the claim and won with him on Nov. 26, 
2001, as the gelding scored by 1 2Vi lengths. 

Unexplainable changed hands yet again 
in his next start three weeks later and 
headed to the barn of Keith LeBarron 
for owner Susan LeBarron. He finished 
no better than seventh in his two starts 
for them, and made his last appearance at 
Parx Jan. 25, 2002. 

About six months later, Betsy Burke 
Parker received a phone call from a friend 
of a friend in New Jersey. ‘‘She’d had 
feelers out for a prospect for her kids for 
pony club. They had Unexplainable, said 
he was a real handful and they were scared 
of him, so they kept him for about a week 
and said ‘We can’t do this.’” 

Parker tried him and immediately 
loved the horse despite the fact that he 
attempted—unsuccessfully—to buck her 
off the first time she got on him. 

“No wonder they were scared of him,” 
she said. “But right away I called my 
chiropractor/acupuncture guy. I said ‘You 


know what, that isn’t behavioral, that’s 
pain.’ So I took him to my guy and it 
was like chck, click, click. It wasn’t quite 
‘Eureka!’ but it was close, and he has never 
done that again.” 

Parker owns and operates 40-acre 
Hunter’s Rest in Flint HiU, Va. The 
Tennessee native, whose mother was an 
“A” Pony Clubber and father a former 
steeplechase jockey and trainer, offers 
“dive in packages” to riders interested in 
foxhunting. 

“I offer every level of introduction to 
foxhunting up to boarding and training 
staff horses and staff members. Mostly 
my best value is the introduction to the 
foxhunting field. I give people a taste of 
the sport and then they reahze whether 
they do or do not want to pursue it. 
Foxhunting is on so many people’s bucket 
list. There’s not anyplace you can go and 
get a few lessons on how to ride in the 
foxhunting field, how to do the basic 
manner and rules on a safe, made, gentle 
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hunter that is not going to kill you, and go with people hke 
me who will tuck you under their wing and teach you how to 
foxhunt” 

Unexplainable-whom Parker calls ‘‘X”-was a perfect fit 
from the start. 

‘d thought I had died and gone to heaven with this horse. The 
first time I got on him, I would have hunted him that day.” 

Field master for the Old Dominion Hounds in Flint HiU, 
Parker was also a licensed steeplechase trainer and jockey. ‘Hhey 
had given me his papers and I had jump horses, so I figured heck, 
why not? I rode him and hunted him a bit, taught him to jump. 
He’s a super jumper; he’s quick, he was sound, he was healthy.” 

Unexplainable won his first start over fences in a point-to- 
point in the fall of 2005, finished fourth in a maiden hurdle 
race at Middleburg, then displaced in his only other National 
Steeplechase Association start. ‘‘He had already proven his worth 
at that point. He’d already proven how kind—saintly—he was, 
good movement, sohd character, athletic but with a great attitude 
and a forgiving disposition,” said Parker, who took him home 
to Hunter’s Rest and assimilated him into the program. Racing 
career officially concluded. Unexplainable’s record was 44-10-8-4 
with earnings of $87,815. 

Parker’s weekend retreats offer patrons more than the 
opportunity to ride to hounds. 

“It’s definitely not a four-poster bed fadhty, but I’ve got 
plenty of spare rooms and lots of energy and time to teach 
somebody the whole routine, including kennel visits, we go 
to Horse Country Saddlery, the National Sporting Library, the 
point-to-points, the hound shows. But the main reason it’s so 
cool is because of these horses.” 

And Parker is quick to point out that X is easily her favorite 
among the 20 equines on the farm. She began putting students 
on him, at first more advanced students to perfect their jumping 
and cross-country riding/galloping skills, but less and less 
experienced riders began to ride him as he showed he could 
handle any skill set. Parker estimates he’s taught more than 50 
first-time riders, hundreds of smdents, and given more than 30 
people their starts in the hunt field. He’s hunted with packs of 
hounds from northern Virginia to South Carohna. 

“I do a lower level summer camp, and there are three different 
stables within five miles of here that have fun shows. My 
tolerance for horse showing is pretty low, so if I have to go to 
one I’ll only go to those three. They also have judged pleasure 
rides around here; they’re cool and I’ll go pretty far for those. It’s 
a 12-mile course and you ride it at your own leisure. And every 
mile they’U have a different judge with a different obstacle-Hke 
crossing a tarp, backing up in an L shape, dragging a branch off 
the trail, getting a drink off a tray that someone is holding for 
you and drinking it. X has won those.” 

X is especiaUy beloved by the young riders who attend 
Hunter’s Rest’s summer camps. He’s the model “canvas” for 
anatomy lessons, and on a particularly creative occasion served 
as a wall on which several campers painted graffiti. “I told the 
girls to look aU tough and cool after they’d finished painting him,” 
Parker laughed. 

“It’s pretty hard not to Hke a horse Hke him,” she went on. 
“When I’m an old lady on my front porch rocking in my chair 
and reminiscing about all the good horses I’ve had in my Hfe, 
this horse wiU be at the top of the Hst.” ^

Riding history 
at the Hunt Cup 


Ul s this what the founding fathers 

I intended?” 

I Somebody asked me that question 
after the Maryland Hunt Cup went into 
the books for the 118th time in April. I 
have no idea what they intended, only 
that we weren't talking about Washington, 
Jefferson and Adams. No, the founding 
fathers in this case referred to the Hunt 
Cup originators-Hopkins, Baldwin, 
Farber, Ulman, Whistler, Stewart, Brown, 
McHenry and others. The men created 
rules, drafted conditions, bought a trophy, 
even adopted an official flag when they 
formally created the Maryland Hunt 
Cup Association in 1895 (in time for the 
second running). 

They aimed to create a timber race 
for foxhunting men and horses from 
Maryland. Only. 

Gradually, change came as the race 
was opened to horses from other states 
and Canada, then the world. The course 


relocated several times, then found a 
permanent home in the 1920s. Riders had 
to be acceptable to the race committee, 
with an emphasis on amateurism. Later, 
amateurs licensed by the national 
association were deemed acceptable. Then 
they weren't. A woman was cleared to ride 
in the early 1970s, seemingly opening the 
door to all female riders. Then that door 
closed. Then it opened, for good. After 
decades of debate, a purse was added in 
1972. Now, the timber classic is worth 
$75,000. 

I generalized those points above. Their 
full details would require a book (and 
there are already at least three Hunt Cup 
books), but the point is change comes. 
Even to the Maryland Hunt Cup, one of 
racing's great events. 

Debate has often centered on jockeys, 
and that's what prompted the opening 
question on this page. The originators 
called for amateurism but, as in many 
sports, that designation blurred over time. 

Early Hunt Cup riders were bankers, 
attorneys, farmers and sportsmen who 
pursued equine sports as hobbies. Later, 
amateur came to mean someone who 
did not make his living in the horse 
industry. Later stiU, that came to mean a 
rider who did not get paid to ride races, 
which opened the race to professional (or 
near-professional) horsemen. Some order 
comes from the National Steeplechase 
Association's amateur definition, though 
the Hunt Cup stiU hsts the phrase 
“owners, horses, ladies and gentiemen 
riders acceptable to the committee” in its 
program. 

With its big purse, priceless prestige 
and difficult course, the Hunt Cup 
demands much. 

Owners spend real money to buy 
prospects, and invest heaps more to have 
them trained. Those same owners want 
quality riders, and the course demands a 
certain level of competency—and that's 
where the questions get asked. 


Was it OK for former professional 
champion Jody Petty to ride this year? 

Was it OK for Blythe Miller, another 
former professional champion, to ride a 
few years ago? How about Gus Brown? 
Danny Marzani way back in 1950? Charlie 
Fenwick III rode 2,000 races on the flat 
and won 300 or so. He later rode in the 
Hunt Cup. Sam Waley-Cohen competes 
alongside professionals in some of 
England's most important steeplechases. 
He's flown in for two Hunt Cups. 

Some want tighter rules to limit the 
amateurs who ride for outside owners. 
Others want to see the race opened to 
professionals. I say leave it alone. Given 
the history and the difficulty placing 
limits on such things, the Hunt Cup does 
a good job. The race wiU never remrn 
to its strictly owner/rider days, and true 
professionals really would be a slap at 
those founding fathers. Don't ignore 
the issue or give up the right to make 
changes, but Petty (who rode just 10 NS A 
races last year) and the other former pros 
are following the rules as they've been 
presented. 

Right, wrong, indifferent, there will 
always be debate when it comes to Mary¬ 
land Hunt Cup jockeys. This year's field 
included Petty and Waley-Cohen, plus the 
less experienced Bethany Baumgardner 
(in her second official race), Adair Stifel, 
Connor Hankin and Suzanne Stettinius 
among others. 

Petty won by a nose over Baumgardner. 
Did his experience help? Surely, but at the 
same time it did not guarantee victory. 

That's the thing with the Hunt 
Cup. As the questioner said later in the 
conversation, the great race “has the 
last word.” For all the change, angst and 
questions the Hunt Cup must still be won. 
You don't take shortcuts. You don't take 
it for granted. And you surely don't win 
it easily. 

That's exactly what the founding 
fathers intended. * 
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Building 
a Career 

Success helps Frommerforge spot 
in region’s sales, breaking market

C ary Frommer believes that if you want something done 
well, you should do it yourself It’s the foundation on 
which she’s built a thriving business, a sterling reputa¬ 
tion and a solid career as one of the top bloodstock agents in 
the Thoroughbred industry. 


From a military family, the former 
Cary Daub traveled and lived all over the 
world with extensive stints in Germany 
and Hawaii before ending up in Vienna, 
Va. Riding lessons began at age 11. She 
showed hunters and jumpers until moving 
to Middleburg and getting a job galloping 
racehorses at 19 “because it paid better 
than the hunter/jumpers.” 

Freelancing as an exercise rider at 
Middleburg Training Center eventually led 
Frommer to take out her own trainer's 
license in 1980, conditioning a few run¬ 
ners she had bred herself And a road trip 
to South Carolina would lead her to her 
future. 

“One year [trainer] Ross Pearce asked 
me to go down to Aiken with the Buckland 
[Farm] horses. I went down and loved it 
and reahzed how special and wonderful it 
was. I went back to Middleburg that sum¬ 
mer but when the fall came around I had 
to go back to Aiken." 

Truth was she had fallen in love with 
more than the town's classic Southern 
charm. While in Saratoga in 1983, she met 
Aiken native Tim Frommer, also a trainer. 


They began dating on New Year's Day 
1984 and married just two months later 
on March 6. Parents to 21-year-old son 
Evan, who lives in Texas, the Frommers 
celebrated their 30th anniversary this year. 

The young family spent several years 
commuting seasonally between Aiken 
and Maryland's Fair Hill Training Center 
where they had purchased a barn from 
George Strawbridge Jr. When Tim accept¬ 
ed a private position with owner J. Mack 
Robinson in 1999, the Fair HiU barn was 
sold to Edwin and Liz Merryman and the 
Frommers headed to Thomasville, Ga., to 
run Robinson's operation. “He was a won¬ 
derful, wonderful man and so good to us,” 
Frommer said. 

Meanwhile, she was experiencing some 
professional growing pains of her own. 
“What I realized was I was not happy train¬ 
ing horses without a goal. Fm not happy to 
train them just to send them on to other 
trainers. And we had received some very 
badly handled 2-year-olds from sales that 
our owners had purchased. I just said to 
myself d want to prove that it doesn't have 
to be done like that.' It can be done right.

and you can sell good horses. You don’t 
have to make them crazy; you don’t have 
to hurt them in any way You can send out 
nice, sound horses as racehorses. That’s 
always been my goal. So that was pretty 
much it for me with training for the races.” 

Determined to offer a better product, 
she hung out her shingle as a bloodstock 
agent. She had started reading pedigrees 
at 19, the first time she saw a sales catalog. 
Former employer and mentor Mack Miller, 
whom she worked for while in Middleburg, 
was a fountain of knowledge. 

“He was an amazing man and trainer 
and I learned a whole lot from him,” From- 
mer said. “We had a lot of grass horses, 
and I learned about conformation of the 
grass horse; they don’t have as big a hip. 
Mack was really instrumental in helping me 
develop an eye for buying horses because 
he had a very specific eye. And because he 
knew I was buying horses, he would tell me 
about it and that was invaluable. He had 
points that he thought were very important 
in a horse, and I’ve followed through with 
those same buying tactics. He always felt 
the shoulder was acmaUy more important 
than the back end.” 

Problem was, most buyers at 2-year-old 
sales aren’t really looking for mrf horses. 
They want precocious 2-year-olds who can 
run on the dirt and who hint at big things 
quickly. So Frommer retrained herself 

“Most of it has just been trial and 
error,” she said. “I started out with $17,000 
and two horses and sold both of them very 
well. I’ve reinvested everything I’ve ever 
made back into buying more horses.” 

Frommer singles out former Miller 
assistant Rick Thomas as another impor¬ 
tant mentor. 

“I learned a huge amount from him, 
both when he was with Mack and then 
when he went out on his own. But I also 
have to say that I have learned and learned 
and learned from my husband. When we 
met, we were both training. We had a 
different way of doing things, but at that 
particular time he was involved in training 
some real classic horses. We worked very 
well together for a long time. He worked 
for aU kinds of people when he was young¬ 
er and then he was with Bruce Johnstone 
when Villa Blanca Farms and Secrettame 
[dam of Gone West] came on the scene 
back in the ’80s. They just came on with a 
real rush of some top notch horses. Bruce 
was the head trainer and Tim was the 
assistant. He would keep 40 or so horses 
in training at aU times and feed them into 
Belmont. Tim’s got a great feel for a horse; 
he’s a serious, professional horseman. He’s 
still my go-to person when Fve got a prob¬ 
lem that I can’t quite figure out.”

StiU, much of what Frommer has 
achieved came because she worked at it 
and learned from her mistakes rather than 
the advice or input from others. 

“I had a little bit of a chip on my shoul¬ 
der about how things were being done. I 
wanted to do it differently, even if it meant 


I wasn’t going to make as much money as 
other people did. My theory is that if a 
horse is at his or her very best on the day 
of a breeze at a sale, then I have failed. It 
doesn’t matter what I get for the horse, 
I just have to be a step along the way in 
their career instead of the pinnacle of their 
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career. FU take less money. I absolutely will, 
and I do it all the time just to know that Fm 
sending out a healthy horse and the people 
who get him will hopefully be able to go 
on with him.” 

From the beginning, she's rehed on 
her own eye when inspecting horses and 


considers that an important component of 
her success. 

‘d could make excuses for a horse when 
I looked at it that someone else wouldn't 
feel comfortable doing if they were giving 
me a list. Every now and then as I get older 
though Fm starting to get some short-list 


people. The girl who works for me, Mikki 
Fincher-I take her to the sales and Fm 
trying to get her eye developed the right 
way. But basically I do aU my own looking.” 

Fincher has been with the Frommers 
off and on since 1988. The Indiana native 
was attending the now-defunct Hawkeye 
Hill Racing School, located about an hour 
from Churchill Downs. 

‘‘The good thing that they did was give 
me about 150 names of trainers across the 
U.S. that would hire new people,” Fincher 
said. “And I was lucky to meet Cary and 
Tim —they were the second people to reply 
to me, and they hired me sight unseen. I 
was 18 at the time; they hired me, told me 
to come on down, helped me get set up, 
met my family and I have worked for Cary 
off and on now for 26 years. She's been 
hke another mother to me; she's like my 
family. I do love that she's training my eye. 
I feel hke because of her I've always had 
a foundation with it, she's helping me to 
perfect it and I really appreciate the shot 
because I think she's very well respected. 
So it really makes me feel good that she lets 
me come along and it's worth her while.” 

Frommer's chent base is dense with 
estabhshed repeat customers, whether 
they're buying, selling or simply sending 
along horses to get started. Her long¬ 
standing relationship with Maryland vet¬ 
erinarian and leading breeder Dr. Tom 
Bowman and his daughter Becky Davis 
affords the advantage of a more grass¬ 
roots approach to the selection process. 
Frommer is able to visit the youngsters on 
the farm early on and follow their progress 
to narrow down her final choices. 

“With Becky and her father, FU go 
down to the farm months before they're 
ready for a sale and look at all their babies 
and kind of pick some that I am interested 
in and think wiU seU well. We determine 
which wiU be better at the 2-year-old sales 
as opposed to yearUngs. And then by the 
time the sale comes up around the end of 
September/October, I can see how they've 
changed and maybe my ideas have changed 
too because I've had the luxury of seeing 
how they're developing. I Hke being able 
to do that. And I love deaUng with Becky 
and Dr. Bowman because I know they are 
always going to send me healthy horses.” 

Frommer feels the same way about 
Marylanders David and Jo Ann Hayden of 
Dark Hollow Farm. 

“My barn is divided about 50/50 
between horses that are going on to the 
sales and horses that are going on to race. 
I've had a good run of success with the 
horses we've had together. I feel I can give 
them the start they need to go on and be 
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the best they can, but the Haydens breed a 
terrific, terrific horse-beautifully bred and 
strongly raised.” 

The success has included recent stakes- 
winning fillies Joy and Plum and graded 
stakes-placed Dream. 

‘‘She’s a good, hard-working, great 
horsewoman and I can’t say enough about 
her,” said JoAnn Hayden. “Her atmo¬ 
sphere must just be the next natural step 
from whatever happens here and they 
seem to go on and do well. Everybody has 
the good, the bad and the ugly happen. 
If you’ve been in this game any length of 
time, you know that it’s a game of extreme 
highs and extreme lows. And you just want 
to know that in each situation, you are 
in the best hands to take you to the next 
level or do whatever has to be done. When 
you’re with Cary, you feel confident about 
the information you’re getting about the 
situation, and that’s another reason why we 
are so happy to deal with her. I value her 
skill, patience and knowledge.” 

Frommer attends most sales from New 
York to Florida, selling 20-25 horses per 
year. Her average consignment is four or 
five horses, but she’ll have 15 or so each 
May at Fasig-Tipton Midiantic’s 2-year-olds 
in training sale at Timonium. It was her 
first professional sale and stiU her favorite. 
California holds no allure; the expense is 
a bit too great and her dislike of air travel 
keeps her grounded. Home base shifted 
back to Aiken in 2009, where she and Tim, 
now the South Carolina representative for 
Brook Ledge Horse Transportation, run 
their business and do their sales prep work 
out of three barns at the Aiken Training 
Track. Fincher assists and also gets on the 
horses. 

“We get them all broke and trained,” 
Fincher said, “and then when it comes time 
to prep them for the sales and teach them 
to break from the pole fast and the things 
they need to know for the sale, that’s kind 
of my fun spot.” 

Frommer is active as a buyer at most of 
the Fasig-Tipton Midlantic sales. In 2013, 
she was the leading buyer (gross) at the 
fall yearling sale with four purchases worth 
$362,000. She sent 16 horses through the 
ring at the May 2-year-old sale, topped by a 
$130,000 Malibu Moon colt. She also takes 
2-year-olds to sell at the Ocala Breeders’ 
Sales Company’s sales, but mainly she lets 
the horse determine the sale. 

“You’ve got to take into account the 
money you have in a horse. If you pay 
a certain amount, you have to try for a 
select sale to get that money back, and 
more. But sometimes the horses just aren’t 
coming around fast enough. For instance. 


in the last OBS sale I had a horse that I 
paid a good price for, he acmally did his 
job beautifully, but he’s a May foal and he 
looks a tittle more tike a May foal than the 
other horses did. And people were know¬ 
ing he needed a tittle more time to grow 
and develop. So I ended up scratching 
him out of that sale and putting him in 
at Timonium. So the horses tell you what 
they’re ready for. If I’m ever pushing one 
along and I feel tike they’re not handling it, 
then we just go to a later sale.” 

Asked what she feels gives her an edge, 
she considers keeping current on pedi¬ 
grees and knowing what’s hot and which 
sire might hit to be integral to any agent’s 
success. 

“There are a couple of real important 
things about showing a horse in the 2-year 
old sale. One of them is size. Any more, 
people want horses that are big, strap¬ 
ping animals. And then they do have to 
be basically correct. There used to be an 
attitude that if they go fast enough, buy¬ 
ers will accept anything. That’s not my 
reality, number one, because I don’t work 
fast enough horses to make people forget 
about issues.” 

The burgeoning trend for lightning fast 
works doesn’t sit well with Frommer, who 
sees it as market-driven. 

“I feel tike it’s a runaway train. But it’s 
so powered by the buyers. As long as the 
buyers support the lower times, the times 
win keep getting lower. Everybody wants 
to blame the 2-year-old trainers and sales 
people, but I know the difference between 
having a 10.1 in the barn and a 10.2—and 
it’s about three times the traffic with people 
wanting to look at them, even though that 
difference is the blink of your eye. But 
it’s literally the difference between hav¬ 
ing a horse not be shown and being very 
popular.” 

Frommer believes buyers stiU use times 
as a tool to select the best horses, and 
that practice is unlikely to change. “My 
horses aU work beautifully and smoothly, 
hopefully—and they work at a competitive 
time,” she said. “They might be the best in 
the sale but they will never be the fastest.” 

At Timonium in May 2009, Frommer 
sold the best in the sale-and the record 
still stands. Trappe Shot (Tapit—Shopping, 
by Private Account) is to this day the most 
expensive horse ever sold at a Maryland 
auction at $850,000. Registered at that 
time under the name Tashop, he was 
part of the first phase of the dispersal of 
Jack Dreyfus’ Hobeau Farm in Ocala, Fla. 
Sold to agent Steven Young, Trappe Shot 
worked a furlong in : 10.20, equating the 
fastest time for the distance. 


Owned by Mill House and trained by 
Kiaran McLaughlin, Trappe Shot earned 
$703,884 in six wins from 12 starts which 
included the Grade 2 True North Handicap 
and Long Branch and Waldoboro Stakes. 
He was second to Lookin At Lucky 
in the 2010 Haskell Invitational-Gl at 
Monmouth and missed by a nose to Sean 
Avery in Saratoga’s Grade 1 Alfred G. 
Vanderbilt Handicap in 2011. Trappe Shot 
stands at Claiborne Farm in Paris, Ky; his 
first foals are yearlings. 

The 2009 sale was good for Frommer. 
In addition to Trappe Shot, she sold the 
second highest-priced horse. Brother 
Bird, half to Mine That Bird. The son 
of Yonaguska and the Smart Strike 
mare Mining My Own was purchased by 
Dogwood Stable for $485,000. 

Dance to Bristol is another Frommer 
graduate, one she called “your typical sales 
problem story.” The daughter of Speights- 
town had some vetting issues, but worked 
well. 

“You can tell people a horse has some¬ 
thing that win never bother them, but you 
know they’re spending their money and 
they want to have perfection,” Frommer 
said. “But if horses are out there bombing 
around as babies, running and playing, then 
they’ll end up with a tittle something on 
x-ray. And a lot of it you just have to throw 
out, and that was the case with her. She 
only brought $42,000 as a 2-year-old and 
then went on to win what she did and 
become a Grade 1 winner. She was very well 
managed, in my opinion. She might not 
have been as successful in different hands. 
And I think it worked out just the way it 
was supposed to work out. It was a great 
story and a terrific mare, and I’m pleased to 
have been any tittle part of that story.” 

Dance to Bristol earned $980,880 for 
owner Susan Want 2 and trainer Oltie 
Figgins and won seven stakes, including 
last year’s Grade 3 Bed o’ Roses Handicap, 
Grade 2 Honorable Miss Handicap and 
Grade 1 Ballerina Stakes in succession. 

Frequent buyer Eddie KenneaUy trains 
Frommer’s most recent graded stakes win¬ 
ner, Joseph Sutton’s Bradester. The son 
of Lion Heart and the Grand Slam mare 
GrandestofaU, a $195,000 sales juvenile, 
won the Grade 3 Mineshaft Handicap at 
Fair Grounds in February and was second 
in last year’s Grade 2 Indiana Derby. 

But when asked to peg her proud¬ 
est accomplishment, Frommer offers up 
Joyful Victory (Tapit—^Wild Lucy Black, by 
Wild Again). She purchased the gray filly as 
a short yearling for a client. 

“It was the only time I’ve ever done 
that, and it’s a whole different thing. I 
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bought her in January in Kentucky and 
they change so much. I bought her for the 
client of a friend of mine; she did a great 
job getting her ready and I just had her at 
the sale. Fm really proud of having found 
her out of a million Tapits in that sale, a 
lot of them going for a lot of money and I 
bought her for $60,000.’’ 

Joyful Victory sold at Calder to Rick 
Porter’s Fox Hill Farms for $400,000. 
Trainer Larry Jones toured the country 
with her, notching graded stakes wins 
along the way in the Santa Margarita-Gl, 
Fantasy-G2, Molly Pitcher-G2 and Honey- 
bee-G3. She wrapped up her career last 
year with a running line of 20-7-5-4 and 
$1,252,679. Joyful Victory was sold at 
Fasig-Tipton’s 2013 November Select Sale 
to Aaron and Marie Jones for $2,000,000. 

‘d just felt hke I saw some quality in 
her. Sometimes it’s the intangible you look 
for; it’s not just the legs. It’s a class type of 
thing, and she had it from the beginning,” 
Frommer said. “I am so proud I was able 
to see that.” 

Frommer even played a bit part in the 
2014 Kenmcky Derby. Back in 2008, she 
sold a 2-year-old filly at Timonium for 
Bowman and Higgins Stable. 

The daughter of Not For Love brought 
a $30,000 bid from California trainer Greg 
Gilchrist. Named Love the Chase, she 
won once in just six starts (for an $8,000 
claiming price). Following her win she 
was purchased privately by Steve Coburn 
and Martin Perry. Despite the lack of 
success, Coburn and Perry got into the 
breeding business and sent their filly to 
California stallion Lucky Pulpit. She pro¬ 
duced a flashy chesmut colt, who became 
California Chrome. 

Though far removed from Derby fever, 
Frommer marveled at the attention. 

‘Vou would think I sold Cahfornia 
Chrome. Sports Illustrated and the Cahfornia 
newspapers have called-it’s amazing how 
much I’m getting back from that,” she said. 
‘‘She was just a smaller, compact Not For 
Love fiUy who did her job perfecdy fine 
and didn’t dazzle, but was real steady. I 
sold her for $30,000 and she went on to be 
a less-than-fabulous racehorse. I guess it’s 
one of those stories-the people that had 
her really wanted to keep her and breed 
her, even though someone else had advised 
them to give her away. They beheved in 
her, and Cahfornia Chrome is her first foal. 
It really is something.” ^

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Planning 
for Success 

Businessman Nothhaft breeds a winner 
with Pennsylvania breeding program

H enry ''Hank” Nothhaft knows business. Studying spreadsheets, 
business plans and bottom lines is second nature to the Pennsylvania 
native who resides in California and made a career of taking high- 
tech start-up companies in California’s Silicon Valley and nurturing them 
into multi-million-dollar businesses. 


Nothhaft applies his business acumen 
to Thoroughbred racing and breeding and 
has his plans in place. Locking onto the 
Pennsylvania breeding program, the affa¬ 
ble and energetic CEO has leaped in with 
both feet, building a broodmare band he 
boards at Northview PA in Peach Bottom, 
investing in stallions, and creating a racing 
stable on both coasts. And he’s enjoying 
every minute of it. 

‘As a lifelong entrepreneur I knew Pd 
be bored out of my mind when I retired, 
so I thought ‘Pm going to have to start a 
business to run before retirement occurs,’” 
said Nothhaft, 70, during one of his trips 
to Pennsylvania over the winter to visit his 
growing broodmare band. “So I did an 
analytical approach... the competition, the 
data-driven aspects, the massive amounts 
of bloodlines. It had always appealed to 
me-it’s very competitive, instant feedback, 
outsourcing model, no employees, and so 
on. I put together a bunch of factors and I 
chose horse racing and breeding.” 

Nothhaft (pronounced note-ofQ was 
born and raised in western Pennsylvania, 
near the Ohio border, and had no previ¬ 


ous background with horses. His earhest 
introduction to live racing came at the 
Standardbred tracks near Columbus, Ohio, 
as a teenager. It was a fiin diversion. 

Nothhaft went the military route early 
in his career-he graduated from the Naval 
Academy in Annapolis, Md., and was a 
Marine captain who servedin Vietnam - and 
followed that with graduate school, which 
led to his introduction to the technology 
world, which led to sales for high-tech 
companies in the 1970s. “That’s very close 
to being an entrepreneur,” said Nothhaft, 
who is quick to admit that he always wants 
to succeed in anything he tries to do. “Next 
thing you know, I wanted to be more than 
the guy selling the stuff, I wanted to be 
more involved in the company and run¬ 
ning it.” 

Nothhaft’s passion for the American 
dream is boundless. The loss of business 
in recent decades in the Sihcon Valley 
prompted him to write the highly acclaimed 
book Great again^ which came out in 2011 
and explores solutions to return the United 
States to prominence as an innovation 
leader in the world. 


As a Thoroughbred owner, Nothhaft 
is more than ready to speak out about the 
political climate in Pennsylvania and its 
adverse effect on the breeding industry 
when discussions come up about taking 
away incentives. 

“People who are serious about making 
significant investments in any industry, 
including Thoroughbreds, like to have a 
long-term horizon. And some predictabil¬ 
ity,” said Nothhaft. “So if the landscape 
is negative, you can take that into effect 
and decide whether you want to be in 
that business. If you have a positive envi¬ 
ronment and positive incentives, which 
Pennsylvania certainly has, but you think 
they are fleeting and may be taken away 
at any time, it’s very hard to make multi- 
milhon-doUar long-term investments in 
the industry.” 

Nothhaft shps easily into using cor¬ 
porate-world terms when describing his 
Thoroughbred operation. “The goal is to 
breed to race and sell and get quality to 
the point where it becomes self-sustaining 
or grows from the reinvestment of the 
profit.” He owns approximately a dozen 
broodmares, has a stable in Cahfornia 
with trainer Gary MandeUa and another 
string at Parx Racing with trainer Keith 
Nations, who had been based in California. 
“My commitment to Pennsylvania racing is 
bolstered by Nations’ move to Parx as my 
exclusive [East Coast] trainer,” he said. 

As with any business plan, adjustments 
are often necessary. Nothhaft initially 
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started purchasing horses in California in 
2006, but when the financial market expe¬ 
rienced its setback in 2008, he sold off aU 
his California assets (although he still has 
one broodmare in production in the state) 
and decided to relocate to Pennsylvania 
because of the strength of the state-bred 
program. 

Nothhaft had already done a lot of 
homework, ‘dn 2006 I started scratching 
the surface of studying pedigrees,” he 
recalled. “I wrote a business plan. This 
was part of that analysis I did. I went to a 
couple of seminars that the Thoroughbred 
Owners of California ran, learning the ins 
and outs of horse racing, what all the rules 
were, tax imphcations and record keeping, 
breeding. Then I plugged into The Blood- 
Horse [magazine]. I bought all the books 
in their hbrary, from breeding theories to 
taking care of mares. Even though I don’t 
run a farm, I read all those books and 
watched aU their videos on how to evaluate 
horse flesh. 

“I spent a lot of time self-educating, 
and then I started meeting people in the 
business through these seminars and ask¬ 
ing a lot of questions. Til be quite honest- 
some of the people I got involved with 
initially, I made poor choices. They weren’t 
terrible people, they just weren’t effective 
and not the right people for me. It’s good 
I got started to breed to race in Cahfornia 
and we had the massive setback. It hit me 
in the face.” 

One solid connection Nothhaft made 
in Cahfornia was Mandella, his trainer since 
2010. Purchasing yearhngs for Nothhaft 
under the HnR Nothhaft Horse Racing 
banner, MandeUa and bloodstock agent 
Mary Knight selected the Indian Charhe 
filly Kindle at the Keeneland September 
Yearhng sale in 2009 for the novice owner, 
spending $50,000. 

Kindle has overcome numerous set¬ 
backs to win or place in nine of 11 starts, 
take two stakes and hit the board in four 
graded races. She even pushed two-time 
Breeders’ Cup Turf Sprint-Gl champi¬ 
on Mizdirection in last year’s Grade 2 
Monrovia Stakes at Santa Anita, losing by 
a half-length. 

Destined for Nothhaft’s broodmare 
band, the 6-year-old once again went to 
the sidehnes in January following a sohd 
second in the 2014 Monrovia, her first 
start in nearly a year. Back in training, she 
is being prepared for the Royal Northern 
Stakes at Woodbine in late July. Should all 
go well, a trip to Parx for the Grade 3 Turf 
Monster in September is on the agenda 
before returning to California.

Another significant accomplishment 
for Nothhaft came through his association 
with bloodstock advisor Carl McEntee, 
formerly with Ghost Ridge Farm and 
Northview PA before leaving for Darby 
Dan in Kentucky The two met in the 
fall of 2010, and McEntee has advised 
Nothhaft on purchases of broodmares and 
European-based fillies at the track. 

Among the broodmares was SuHs, a 
young winning daughter of Maria’s Mon 
who cost Nothhaft $105,000 at the 2012 
Keeneland November sale while carrying 
her first foal. Three months later, Suhs 
delivered a fiUy by Harlan’s Holiday at 
Northview PA. In November, the filly was 
in the sales ring at Keeneland, seUing for 
$250,000, the top price for a Pennsylvania- 
bred weanling last year. 

‘‘Carl has an uncanny eye and a willing¬ 
ness to have a discipline in bidding for 
horses when buying mares, yearhngs or 
whatever,” said Nothhaft. “We set very 
specific goals and budgets. .. I go to aU the 
auctions now that I’m retired—even before 
I was retired I went to most of them. Carl 
and I will sit there and agree on a price 
before we walk into the room. We haven’t 
chased the horses—we’ve passed on hun¬ 


dreds. But because of our good planning 
and discipline, we ended up buying a horse 
like Suhs. A fantastic buy. 

“Our goal has always been to buy the 
mare in foal, and have the first foal cover 
the purchase. And so far, other than a 
couple I kept myself that we could have 
sold for that, we’ve accomphshed that.” 

Another rising star found by McEntee 
is the 4-year-old filly living The Life (Ire), 
a daughter of Two Thousand Guineas-Gl 
winner Footstepsinthesand out of a Mach- 
iavelhan mare. Purchased in February in 
England for $60,000 and transferred to the 
Newmarket training yard of McEntee’s 
brother Phil, Living The Life has since 
won twice in four starts over the all- 
weather track at Lingfield. Her final start 
before shipping to California came in 
the $252,000 All-Weather Championship 
Fillies and Mares Condition Stakes April 
18, which she won easily. She will be 
pointed to the Del Mar meet this summer. 

“Part of my plan is to buy pedigreed 
fillies in the U.K. for value prices equal 
to their U.S. residual value and then try to 
step them up by succeeding on the track in 
the U.S.,” said Nothhaft. Two other fiUies 
following that path are Macaabra (Ire), a 


4-year-old daughter of the hot internation¬ 
al sire Exceed And Excel out of a Sadler’s 
Wells mare, and the Irish-bred HaUjoy (by 
Hailing), Group 3 placed in England last 
year at 2. Macaabra joined the Mandella 
barn in 2013, and won an allowance race 
at Santa Anita this year. HaUjoy shipped to 
the U.S. with Living The Life and is await¬ 
ing her first start in the HnR Nothhaft 
Horse Racing colors. 

Those silks have special meaning to 
Nothhaft—they are Navy blue and gold. “I 
have the same relationship with the Naval 
Academy as I have with horses, I love it,” 
he said. And whUe Nothhaft’s wife Randie 
and sons Hank and Ryan and their famiUes 
enjoy the horses and going to the track on 
the West Coast, he said it “has mrned into 
more of a business for them because it’s 
isolated from them.” 

But Nothhaft can’t help naming horses 
for family members. One of his most 
prized broodmares, somewhat to his wife’s 
chagrin, is Randie’s Legend. Nothhaft 
laughed when he said, “My wife said I 
could continue in horse racing as long as I 
didn’t name another horse after her.” 

Another was named First Blue Angel 
(in honor of his father-in-law Capt. Roy 
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Marlin ^^Butch” Voris, who founded the 
Navy’s Blue Angels flight demonstration 
squadron). And when he had two grand¬ 
sons born a month apart this past year, 
Nothhaft named a California-bred yearling 
using their first names, Sawyer and Jett. 

‘When Sawyer’s Jett goes to the track, 
we’re all going to go. I had named her 
something else, but when we had the two 
babies, I wanted to name a horse after 
them that they could see.” 

Nothhaft supports numerous staUions, 
but connected immediately with two. 

Smarty Jones was among the first 
horses he invested in when launching his 
Pennsylvania operation. Nothhaft not only 
owns shares of the Pennsylvania-bred star, 
but revealed “I have a poster of a movie 
they’ve done on Smarty Jones. I have a 
Moneigh by Smarty Jones. I’m a true fan 
of Smarty Jones.” 

He also had a special connection to 
Breeders’ Cup Sprint-Gl winner Silver 
Train. Standing a staUion in the region was 
an integral part of Nothhaft’s initial busi¬ 
ness plan and his analysis led him to look 
for a horse who could stand at a fee to 
suit the region, throw winners at distances 
up to a mile, and produce durable run¬ 
ners. Silver Train checked every box and 


he moved to Pennsylvania for the 2012 
season. 

The millionaire and A.P Indy grandson 
was well received during his two years in 
the state and provided Nothhaft an oppor¬ 
tunity to experiment. Soon after his arrival. 
Silver Train had a website and Facebook 
page. 

‘T feel horse racing is an under-covered 
sport,” said Nothhaft. “So we had our 
own website, and we could put up any 
information on Silver Train that we wanted 
instantly. I had a blog, I wrote a lot of the 
articles that were there. We had a very 
active Facebook page. We had really core, 
true followers who were following the 
horse. I did a lot of that activity person¬ 
ally. So I learned that social media can be a 
powerful force.” 

The use of social media remains impor¬ 
tant to Nothhaft, whose mare Kindle has a 
Facebook page (HnR’s Kindle) and a sec¬ 
tion on the Silver Train website. 

“It’s amazing when we put a note on 
there, the interest levels we’ve got on her,” 
Nothhaft said, “We’re trying to create 
value, and Kindle is a brand. She’s got a 
following. People want to know when she’s 
racing. I’m going to try to have some of my 
horses as the HnR brand. Hopefully that 
[Harlan’s Holiday] foal we sold will go to

Saratoga. I hope they get a million dollars 
and I won’t have any regrets. I own Sulis, 
and I sold the horse for good money, and it 
would help our brand. That’s how you have 
to look at it.” 

The loss of Silver Train, who colicked 
while in quarantine in Brazil after standing 
in the Southern Hemisphere last fall, was 
an emotional blow to Nothhaft. And it was 
a blow from a business point of view. 

“I do insure myself, so it wasn’t a near- 
term loss of capital, it was the business 
momentum,” said Nothhaft, who owned 
87.5 percent of Silver Train. ‘Tt takes years 
to get this pipehne going and we had two 
years worth of getting him going and we 
were ready to press on the accelerator. It 
was a setback.” 

Nothhaft has moved away from stalMon 
ownership. 

‘As far as being an entrepreneur, you 
have to assimilate that, reassess your plan. 


look at your strengths and weaknesses, see 
where you are and go forth,” he said. “I’ve 
definitely shifted the emphasis very heavily 
to high-quality mares, with some owner¬ 
ship of seasons as it makes sense. I found 
I really don’t need to own the stallion and 
it gives me more flexibility.” 

In addition to his interest in Smarty 
Jones, Nothhaft has shares in Northview 
PA stallions Jump Start and El Padrino. 
Nothhaft also uses stallions in Kentucky, 
this year sending mares to, among others. 
Scat Daddy, Gio Ponti, Tale of Ekati and 
Dunkirk. 

Nothhaft plans to keep his Silver Train 
offspring to race. He has five yearlings 
by the stallion, including a colt named 
Thepennsylvaniakid. The final Silver Train 
foal bred in his name, a fiUy out of the 
Unbridled’s Song mare Aloft born April 
19, will be named Silber Zug, which is 
German for Silver Train. “I’m German by 


heritage. . . I generally don’t name horses 
that I might sell-so that one’s a keeper.” 

This year’s Pennsylvania foal crop for 
the breeder numbers nine, including a 
Scat Daddy fiUy out of SuHs, a Stormy 
Atlantic colt out of Randie’s Legend and a 
Ghostzapper colt out of Canary Diamond, 
one of Nothhaft’s more recent purchases, 
out of the Adena Springs consignment at 
Keeneland last November. 

“The thing I do like about horse racing, 
it’s a constant, instant feedback on your 
decisions and how you are doing,” said 
Nothhaft. “Between the racing stock, the 
ones in the pipeline, the broodmares, the 
foals and everything we’ve got going, there 
is constant feedback on your decisions and 
how well you are doing and how well you 
are managing your business. 

“It’s just exciting, I just have a passion 
for it. Everything I have ever been involved 
with I’ve had a passion for it. I don’t have 
many regrets, if any, but one is I wish I 
would have gone into this business 20 or 
30 years ago, because it’s a long lead-time 
business. To do it yourself, and bootstrap 
it, and create the success yourself takes 
time.” 

Nothhaft appears to have found the 
formula of mixing business with pleasure. 

“Having a long-term plan, and setting 
achievable stretch goals, and managing that 
plan—that could work in any business. So 
you get into the horse-racing arena-I’m 
sure this is true of startups in technology 
too—some companies have very concise 
goals, very well thought out plans, they 
execute, they review their results, they 
adjust accordingly and so on. Those outfits 
sometimes can succeed without having the 
best technology. That certainly applies to 
the horse industry. 

“[The racing industry] has a variety-big 
companies to the individual participant. 
But at any level, the person who has the 
appropriate plan will be the most success¬ 
ful. I really believe this.” ^

Longshot Imperative turns tables 
on Game On Dude at Charles Town

K ent Desormeaux didn’t know what to think, a highly unusual 
feeling for the HaU of Fame jockey. 

. Desormeaux had just completed his second ride on a 4-year- 
old gelding with the innocuous name of Imperative. The name was not to 
be confused with impressive, not after a flat effort in the Grade 1 Santa 
Anita Handicap March 8. The race was baffling for Desormeaux, who’d 
first taken the reins on the son of Bernardini a month before and gotten 
a runner-up effort in the Grade 2 San Antonio, also at Santa Anita. Then 
the Big Cap. Nothing. 


Six weeks later, on the other side of 
the country, at 10:35 at night. Imperative 
was something. And so was Desormeaux 
after the Kenmcky-bred upset defending 
race winner and feUow Cahfornia shipper 
Game On Dude in the $1.5 million Charles 
Town Classic-G2 at Charles Town Races in 
Charles Town, W.Va., April 19. 

‘‘I was wowed in the San Antonio,'’ 
Desormeaux said. “I was saying the same 
thing, Who is this horse?' Didn't do much 
running last time, but I was very confident 
that this is the kind of horse that he is. He 
can do this." 

Sent off at better than 26-1, Imperative 
gave trainer George Papaprodromou the 
biggest win of his career and leapt into 
a muddy older horse division early in the 
2014 season. 


‘‘Game On Dude is a great horse, don't 
get me wrong," Papaprodromou said. “He 
made $6 million so far and aU that, he's a 
great horse. 

“I just loved the way my horse was 
improving and coming along, you know 
what I mean? And I always believed in 
him. So I took a shot at it and came out 
here. I mean, I beat Game On Dude 
last time in the San Antonio. I know my 
horse bounced, kind of, at the Santa Anita 
Handicap, just because he ran a huge race 
over there at the San Antonio. So here we 
are." 

Papaprodromou convinced owner 
Kenji Morinaga and his KM Racing 
Enterprise operation to drop a claim shp 
in a race last December at Hollywood Park. 
The Cyprus-born trainer saw something in 


the horse, a potential diamond on the dirt, 
and a bargain to boot. Papaprodromou saw 
a horse miscast as a runner on synthetic 
and turf surfaces at Golden Gate Fields, 
Del Mar and Hollywood Park. Imperative 
made one start on Santa Anita Park's dirt- 
a forgettable 10th as a 2-year-old in the 
Grade 1 FrontRunner Stakes. With two 
early wins over Golden Gate's main (all 
weather) track, it seemed to cement his 
future as a synthetic specialist, but he even¬ 
tually dropped into the claiming ranks. 

“That's the one reason I claimed him, 
too," Papaprodromou said. “We saw the 
horse running on the turf, the synthetics, 
so [they] never ran him on the dirt besides 
that first time [as a 2-year-old]. So we just 
got him because of that, to try him on the 
dirt at Santa Anita. 

“I Hked his pedigree, by Bernardini. You 
know, it's hard to buy them at the sales. 
They're too expensive. So we saw him 
being run for a tag of [$50,000], we just 
jumped on it and gave it a shot." 

Papaprodromou sent him out in January 
in a 1 ^4-mile mrf allowance at Santa Anita 
and hked what he saw in Imperative's third- 
place effort. Another strong effort came 
just 17 days later, this time a runner-up 
finish in another turf allowance. 

Papaprodromou then decided to try 
something different. 

“We made a few changes, put bhnkers 
on him and a figure 8 on him, and it worked 
out perfectly," Papaprodromou said. “It 
helped him a lot." It was time to show what 
Imperative could do against the big boys. 

Desormeaux got the call to ride 
Imperative for the first time in the Feb. 8 
San Antonio, facing off against a stacked 
field that included Game On Dude. 
Imperative whipped Game On Dude, and 
aU the rest, save one, as Bhngo came from 
off the pace to win. 

The showing made Desormeaux a 
believer. 

“The second effort he gave after the 
winner actually blew by him," Desormeaux 
said. “I mean, he got a whole neck in front 
of me at the eighth pole, and I passed him 
again by the sixteenth pole, and then he 
had just had enough. That kind of effort is 
going to win these kinds of races, and he 
showed you that [in the Classic]." 

It wasn't easy money. Imperative had 
to take on Game On Dude again after 
failing badly in the same Big Cap where 
Bob Baffert's 7-year-old star had regained 
so much of his luster with a huge winning 
effort. Then there was Kiaran McLaughlin- 
trained Long River, Godolphin Racing's 
improving easterner fresh off a close sec- 
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Muddy but $1 millon richer, Imperative returns to the winner’s circle after upsetting 2013 race winner Game On Dude in the Charles Town Ciassic-G2. 


ond in the Grade 3 Excelsior at Aqueduct 
after winning three straight. Front-running 
Moreno brought his speed from California, 
and likewise Game On Dude’s longtime 
nemesis Clubhouse Ride had shipped in 
from the Golden State to try once more to 
take down his rival. 

Papaprodromou, who’d gotten an ear¬ 
ful about the Classic from Charles Town 
racing secretary Charlie McIntosh soon 
after the San Antonio, did admit to a few 
concerns about taking on the 5-furlong 
racetrack at Charles Town. 

‘‘I was a Htde concerned, to be honest 
with you,” Papaprodromou said. ‘‘But we 
shipped him a week ago, so we kind of 
galloped him around here to get used to it 
a Little bit. It came out perfect.” 

Bettors considered Papaprodromou’s 
entrant a bit player compared to all the 
West Coast glitz and glamour. Even locally 


based Lucy’s Bob Boy, who’d never run in 
nearly such accomphshed company, went 
off with better odds than Imperative. 

Desormeaux allowed Imperative to rate 
as Game On Dude, Moreno and Long 
River battled early. Imperative surged past 
Game On Dude near the three-sixteenths 
pole before driving clear in the lane to 
win by IVi lengths in 1:50.56 for IVs miles. 
Game On Dude held second with Moreno 
third. After contesting the early pace, 
Lucy’s Bob Boy faded to last in the seven- 
horse field. 

Papaprodromou’s gamble on his horse- 
one few bettors cared to share-paid off 
to the tune of a $1 million winner’s check. 

Asked in the winner’s circle if Impera¬ 
tive’s win would catapult the one-time 
claimer into the ranks of the nation’s best 
older horses, Desormeaux had a ready 
answer. 


“He just did, he just did,” Desormeaux 
said. “He just showed you that he is.” 

■ Imperative was bred by Glencrest Farm 
and Darley, the son of Darley’s stallion 
Bernardini and Glencrest’s stakes-winning 
Caller 1. D. mare Call Her. Darley bought 
out Glencrest at the Keeneland September 
Yearling sale in 2011-the final bid was 
1325,000. 

A half-brother to stakes winners 
Battle Won (an earner of $820,956) and 
Nadeshiko, Imperative made his first 10 
starts for Darley and trainer Eoin Harty, 
winning twice and earning $55,170. Widi 
his first stakes win in the Charles Town 
Classic, he upped his earnings to $1,134,620 
($1,079,450 earned this year).

Total Control 

New York shipper Kid Cruz adds Tesio 
to eariier score in Private Terms Stakes

K id Cruz continues to make winning 
look easy, a stark contrast to one of 
.the Lemon Drop Kid coifs owners. 
The $100,000 Federico Tesio Stakes 
was Kid Cruz's latest victory, a geared- 
down SLa-length score over Matuszak and 
four others under Julian Pimentel April 19 
at Pimlico. 

“I remember being in the winner's cir¬ 
cle," said Steven Brandt of Vina Del Mar 
Thoroughbreds, “and I was thinking that 
this horse is hardly even blowing and I was 
breathing heavier, just out of excitement." 


The Tesio was a statement race for Kid 
Cruz, announcing his arrival as one of the 
top 3-year-olds and not just in Maryland or 
the Mid-Atlantic. The victory also affirmed 
Brandt's ability to spot a good horse and 
simultaneously awakened a spirituality 
the native of Frederick, Md., never knew 
existed. 

As Brandt tells the story, his mother 
always gave him a hard time whenever he 
told her he'd claimed a new horse. There 
had been many claims dating back to the 
late 1980s. But Brandt got an unexpected 


response when he told his mother, who 
was gravely ill earlier this year, about Kid 
Cruz. 

“She said to me, Vou're going to the 
Triple Crown and you're going to win one 
of those races,'" Brandt said. 

Brandt's mother passed away in late 
January. She never got to see Kid Cruz's 
win in the $100,000 Private Terms Stakes 
at Laurel Park on March 8. Kid Cruz took 
the Private Terms by 4 lengths and when 
he came back to win the Tesio in dominant 
fashion again, Brandt couldn't help but 
look to the heavens and wonder. 

“Oh my God, what an incredible horse 
this is and maybe, in a bizarre way, she was 
right," Brandt said. “It makes it kind of 
special in a different way." 

For a totally different reason, even 
trainer Linda Rice-who isn't one for 
hyperbole—evoked the possibility of fate, 
or “karma" in her words, when discussing 
Kid Cruz. 

Rice's assertion dates back a few 
months. Although Kid Cruz was badly 
beaten in his debut going 1 Me miles on the 
turf in early November at Aqueduct, the 
horse looked “flashy" in the paddock to 
Brandt. So he asked Rice to take a closer 
look when Kid Cruz was entered for a 
$50,000 tag next out. 

“I reaUy Hked his conformation when 
he came into the paddock and thought 
that he looked more like a dirt horse than 
a grass horse," Rice said. “So we took a 
chance on him and dropped a slip on him." 

The chance paid off quickly. Kid 
Cruz easily broke his maiden in that race 
by 6 lengths, going a mile in 1:37.73 at 
Aqueduct. In the weeks following the race. 
Rice said the colt's former owner. Black 
Swan Stable, contacted her with an uncom¬ 
mon request. 

“They were pretty disappointed that 
they lost the horse," Rice said. “They 
approached me and asked if there was a 
chance that we would let them buy back in 
on the horse." 

Rice relayed the message to Brandt and, 
while initially taken aback by the call, he 
agreed to think about it. After doing just 
that, he and Rice arrived at a decision that 
many ownership groups might not have. 

“We talked about it, then we laughed 
about it," Rice said. “Then we said, The 
more the merrier. They want back in, we'll 
let 'em back in. It's good karma.' And 
things have gone pretty well since." 

The agreement gave Black Swan a 45 
percent ownership in Kid Cruz. The colt, 
as it turns out, was originally named by a 
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member of Black Swan Stable after New 
York Giants star wide receiver Victor Cru 2 . 

‘‘They’re happy I’m happy Linda’s 
happy everybody’s happy” Brandt said. 
“So, hopefully this is just the start of a 
good career for this horse and we’U all be 
even happier.” 

Despite scratching out of the Wood 
Memorial due to a strained shoulder, Kid 
Cruz bounced back two weeks later for 
his score in the Tesio. The win showed 
the team behind him that he’s got what 
it takes to compete with the nation’s top 
3-year-olds. 

“I’m happy no matter what happens,” 
Brandt said. “If this is as good as he’s 
going to be and this is the caliber he’s going 
to race in. I’m happy. I’ve experienced it 
now. I hope it’s not the case, of course. I 
hope we can move forward.” 

For every step forward Kid Cruz does 
take, Brandt’s mother will, in fact, be along 
for the ride. When he traveled to Laurel 
for the Private Terms, Brandt brought with 
him a pamphlet from his mother’s funeral. 
Namrally he did the same at Pimlico. 

“A reporter stopped me after the Tesio 
and asked if my mom was with me,” 
Brandt recalled in a prideful tone. “I pulled 
out the pamphlet and said, ‘As long as this 
horse is running, she’U be here.’” 

BEN THERE, DONE THAT 

Awe was perhaps the only reasonable 
reaction to Ben’s Cat recording his fifth 
consecutive victory in the Mister Diz 
Stakes April 5, the opening weekend of 
the Pimlico spring meeting. 

“It was an important race to win for 
Ben,” winning trainer King Leatherbury 
said. “I don’t know if that record will ever 
be beaten. Think about it. If a horse wins a 
race once, five years from then most horses 
aren’t even around.” 

The pride and joy of Leatherbury, the 
Maryland-bred gelded son of Parker’s 
Storm Cat out of the Thirty Eight Paces 
mare Twofox has shown no signs of slow¬ 
ing down at age 8. 

Ben’s Cat hardly had to be asked by 
Pimentel in the Mister Diz, drawing off 
to a EY-length victory over a late closing 
Sonny Inspired. Ben’s Cat covered 5 fur¬ 
longs over the good turf in 1:01.75. 

“This is really a very special horse,” 
Pimentel said. “It’s pretty unbelievable that 
he keeps winning the same races over and 
over. The way he did it too. He did it so 
easily.” 

The easy victory only added to the leg¬ 
end of Ben’s Cat. The horse also owns mul-

bought her and whose horse she was ” 

While that debate goes on, there’s no 
doubt that the investment was a wise one. 
In too Deep won six races and placed 
in stakes, aU on the turf, where one of 
her daughters, Embarr-bred, raised and 
trained by the Cooneys-made another 
huge splash at Pimhco in April. 

Now, 6, Embarr won her second con¬ 
secutive Dahlia Stakes under Forest Boyce 
April 5. She had to work for it, too. Front¬ 


running longshot C C Gold was game 
throughout, but a closing Embarr finally 
got by in midstretch, holding on by a head 
to complete the mile on a good turf in 
1:45.45. 

A delayed winter training schedule at 
her Berryville, Va., base had Cooney con¬ 
cerned before the Dahha. 

“I was wishing I had a couple more 
weeks to get her ready,” Cooney said, ‘dt 
was such a horrible winter. I knew she was 
a tad bit short going in there but she loves 


that course and she’s got a lot of heart. 
When she got her head in front, she wasn’t 
going to let that horse pass her.” 

Despite a rocky end to her 5-year- 
old campaign, which feamred stops at 
Arlington, Saratoga, Belmont and Churchill 
last summer and fall, Embarr had shown 
an affinity for Pimlico. Her second Dahha 
victory was her fourth win in five races on 
the Pimhco turf 

“First race back [off of the layoff], she’s 
always fresh and eager to run,” Boyce said. 
“Susan did an incredible job of getting 
her ready considering what we’ve been 
through this winter with the snow, ice and 
everything.” 

Embarr has also won the Brookmeade 
Stakes at Colonial Downs twice. Overall, 
she has now earned $309,645. Not a bad 
return on a dollar. 

EVANS RETURNS 

Last seen hitting the dirt hard in a 
nasty spih in November at Laurel, jockey 
Cecily Evans returned to action at Pimhco 
and she did it in style. Evans won aboard 
Thanksforthedrink in a $4,500 claiming 
race April 13 for trainer Keisy Cartagena 
and owner Moshe Mark. 

“Pm really grateful to the trainers who 
have given me a shot again, hke Keisy 
Cartagena,” Evans said. “When I told her 
I was coming back, she just asked me if I 
was ready and I said ‘absolutely’ She put 
me on a horse immediately and gave me 
hve mounts.” 

In fact, Evans finished in the money in 
half of her first eight races back, including 
two wins. 

Evans had just become a 7-pound 
apprentice last Nov. 23 when a horse she 
was aboard, Kobuk VaUey, buckled and 
went down on the Laurel main track. While 
the horse ran off, Evans remained motion¬ 
less and was taken to the hospital with a 
concussion. There it was discovered that 
she actually suffered a fracmred skull. 

“I don’t remember much of it,” Evans 
said. “So physically it was traumatic, but 
not mentally, I guess. After they told me 
I had no torn ligaments or anything, I 
asked them if I could ride my mounts that 
[week].” 

Evans wasn’t alone in making a reinvig¬ 
orated comeback. Kobuk Valley, a 4-year- 
old Maryland-bred filly by Don Hearted, 
won her first race back in a $4,500 claimer 
going 6 furlongs April 10. ^

Swales is from a family that has strong 
roots in Thoroughbred racing. In the 
1950s, Tom Swales Sr. and his brother 
Jim-the T and J-estabHshed Tee N Jay 
Farm in Monroe County, N.J. One of the 
farm’s most popular runners was Duke 
Tom, a 1970 son of No Robbery and two- 
time stakes winner who enjoyed a long stud 
career at their farm. 

In addition to breeding and racing 
Thoroughbreds, Swales once worked as a 
sportswtiter. 

‘T mostly did high school sports in 
central New Jersey, working for Forbes 
Weekly Newspapers, and then worked for 
the Courier in Bridgewater, but the fun 
began when I started working for DPI,” 
he said. ‘T covered the Mets’ and Yankees’ 
homes games for two summers. After my 
grandfather passed away [in 1991], I had to 
leave sportswtiting to take over the family 
business and the farm.” 

As the breeding industry in New Jersey 
began to falter. Swales still continued to 
race and breed, but recently decided to 
curtail the operation. 

‘‘I am no longer breeding-2013 was 
my final year when we had a filly by Big 
Brown out of [homebred] Edison Lanes,” 
said Swales. “And unfortunately, Edison 
Lanes died from coke after the birth, so 
the filly was an orphan, but she is doing 
great and is now in Florida. We have 
six retired horses on the farm, including 
two retired stallions. Deputy Warlock and 
Private Venture [now 29], and we also have 
a pony who is in her 40s. I’m not sure how 
old she is but we think she is around 45.” 

■ Three homebreds from the Arrowwood 
Farm of Tom and Susan Coulter won over 
two days in April. The first Arrowwood to 
visit the winner’s circle was Edge City, a 
4-year-old daughter of PetionviUe trained 
by Rodrigo Madrigal Sr. for the Coulters.

Carl’s Only Vice the latest success 
story from New Jersey’s Tee N Jay Farm

K enwood Racing’s Carl’s Only Vice 
knocked on the door several times 
before finally kicking it down with a 
vengeance April 4, earning a hard-fought 
victory in a $29,500 allowance race in the 
slop at Penn National. 

Trained by Mark Salvaggio, Carl’s Only 
Vice was never far off the pace, and ral¬ 
lied strongly under Josean Ramire 2 to take 
command and edge away to a half-length 
win over favored Smoken Legacy. It was 
the second career win for Carl’s Only Vice, 
a 4-year-old gray or roan son of Macho 
Uno out of Shanghai Rose, by Red Bullet, 
bred by the Tee N Jay Farm of Tom Swales 
IV, a New Jersey Thoroughbred nursery 
that has been in operation for more than 
a half-cenmry. 


“I bought Shanghai Rose in foal to 
Macho Uno for $22,000 at the 2009 
Keeneland November sale,” Swales said. 
“I always liked Macho Uno, so I was look¬ 
ing for a relatively young mare [she was 4 
at the time] in foal to him with a decent 
pedigree, but I didn’t want to spend a mint 
on her. She fit the bill. She was also due 
early. He was a very nice foal and I thought 
we’d end up running him, but as time wore 
on we had to sell a few horses and we felt 
we could do well with him.” 

Carl’s Only Vice went through the auc¬ 
tion ring at the 2012 OBS April 2-year-olds 
in training sale, selling to Kenwood Racing 
for $30,000. The gelding was consigned by 
Craig Wheeler, the former longtime man¬ 
ager at Hobeau Farm who operates a farm 
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Dimension, a 5-year-old Pure Prize 
half-brother to Edge City, won the next 
day when he overcame a stumbling start to 
earn the winner's share of a |34,869 purse 
in an open allowance at 1 mile. 

The three Arrowwood homebreds 
earned the Coulters nearly $60,000 in purse 
and breeders money, not a bad two-day 
payday 

The Coulters own Coulter and Associ¬ 
ates, an insurance compliance consulting 
firm in Princeton, N.J. They keep brood¬ 
mares and young stock on their farm in 
York Springs, Pa., nearly halfway between 
Harrisburg and Gettysburg in Adams 
County. 

‘‘The farm is about 145 acres, and was 
originally used to grow corn," Coulter said. 

Coulter said he's been a fan of Thor¬ 
oughbred racing since he was 14, but didn't 
buy his first mare until 1999. 

“I always wanted to be in the business, 
to own horses," he said. “In the beginning, 
we foaled aU our mares in Kenmcky, but 
gradually decided we wanted our own farm 
and started to foal in Pennsylvania." 


■ A chesmut Pennsylvania-bred filly 
named Princess of Sylmar shipped from 
trainer Todd Pletcher's New York base to 
break her maiden in Grantville a year and a 
half ago, in November 2012. The daughter 
of Majestic Warrior, owned and bred by 
Ed Stanco, drew off to win by 19 lengths 
en route to victories the next season in the 
Grade 1 Kentucky Oaks, Coaching Club 
American Oaks, Alabama and Beldame 
Stakes. 

Pletcher followed the same path April 
19 with another Stanco homebred. Queen 
to Be, a 3-year-old daughter of Flatter out 
of the Kitten's Joy mare Raise the Kitty. 

After making her first two starts with¬ 
out success at Aqueduct, Queen to Be 
was entered in a $33,300 state-bred test at 
Penn National. With Chnton Potts aboard, 
she was hustled to the front soon after the 
start, opened a 6-length advantage in mid¬ 
stretch and was never seriously challenged. 
She coasted home 7 lengths in front in 
1:10.80. 

“That was fun," said Stanco, who races 
in the name King of Prussia Stable. “We'U 


see how she came out and where Todd will 
point her. We have plenty of options." 

Like Princess of Sylmar, Queen to Be 
was foaled and raised at the Sylmar Farm 
of Ronnie and Betsy Houghton, located 
in Christiana, Pa. Both Raise the Kitty and 
Storm Dixie, dam of Princess of Sylmar, 
are boarded there. ^

Early Graduation 

Lawrence homebred Pixie Dust 
kicks off big week for famiiy operation

Pixie Dust, who was named by Chase 
and his younger sister Ashby (‘‘I think 
it’s from the Tinkerbell movie,” said 
Lawrence), is out of the Sea Salute mare 
Seagrapes, whom Lawrence also trained. 
A New York-bred, Seagrapes broke her 
maiden at Aqueduct and placed in allow¬ 
ances at Belmont Park and Saratoga before 
an injury ended her career. 

As a broodmare, Seagrapes produced 
two earners of more than $100,000 
prior to Pixie Dust. In 2004, she foaled 
Entertainer, a son of Crowd Pleaser who 
earned $109,277, and in 2009 came James 
Lee (named for Lawrence’s father), a son 
of Changeintheweather and earner of 
$140,816 through May 2. 

Pixie Dust, Seagrapes’ last foal, has ‘‘the 
best personality,” Lawrence said. “She was 
beautiful from the moment she hit the 
ground. She’s about 16 hands, and very

A homebred winning its first race is 
probably one of the greatest joys 
of Thoroughbred racing. After years 
of waiting-from planning the mating, to 
foaling, to early training, to finally the start- 
ing gate-patience can be rewarded in less 
than two minutes. 

When trainer James “Chuck” Lawrence 
II sent out 3-year-old Pixie Dust to win her 
debut April 1, it was almost hke watching 
the graduation of a member of his fam¬ 
ily. After aU, the whole Lawrence family 
had been involved with the daughter of 
Ecclesiastic since the day she was foaled, 
March 25, 2011. 

“My wife Beth and son Chase, who 
was only 2 at the time, foaled her,” said 
Lawrence, a former two-time champion 
steeplechase jockey who operates a small 


but successful barn at the Fair Hill Training 
Center in Maryland. “They both grew up 
right in our backyard.” 

The Lawrence backyard is just that. 
There’s a swingset, a pool, a small barn 
and a mrnout paddock on a small farm in 
Lewisville, Pa., just around the corner from 
Fair Hill. The equine population varies in 
some combination of a mare or two, a foal 
or two, a pony or two. 

With Alex Cintron aboard. Pixie Dust 
was dispatched at 9-1 by Parx bettors in the 
6-furlong state-bred test, behind the heav¬ 
ily favored Megador. Allowed to settle in 
fifth early behind the pacesetting Megador, 
Pixie Dust raUied along the inside, reeled 
in Megador in midstretch and shook off 
a late challenge to win by Wi lengths in 
1:11.28. 


well balanced. The kids always give her 
treats in the barn.” 

Lawrence said Pixie Dust showed 
enough in her early training that he would 
have been disappointed had she not run 
well in her debut. She was actually ready to 
roll prior to April 1, but tricky winter track 
conditions at Pennsylvania’s two racetracks 
prompted him to wait. 

“It was a much-needed victory; it’s been 
a long winter,” he said, noting that five days 
later he saddled My Afleet to break his 
maiden (at 25-1) going 1 mile on the mrf 
at Keeneland for chents Jeffrey AmHng and 
Charlie Noell. “There was a party at my 
house after she won.” 

■ Janet Polachek made a successful claim 
in December when she snatched Wild 
Pantera for $7,500 from trainer Ramon 
Preciado, one of the track’s perennial lead¬ 
ing conditioners. 

The daughter of Offlee Wild had 
changed hands a few times before arriv¬ 
ing at Parx from Churchill Downs in July, 
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mostly competing in lower-level claiming 
events. 

In her first start for Polachek and new 
owner Steve Hopkins, Wild Pantera was 
bumped up to $12,500 competition and 
was a runaway winner, albeit against only 
two rivals on a sloppy surface in early 
January. 

Polachek then tested the allowance 
waters with Wild Pantera for her next two 
starts, and she responded with two sec¬ 
onds in February. In March, Wild Pantera 
really repaid her new owner and trainer 
when she won back-to-back allowance 
tests-the first a 6 y 2 -furlong affair with a 
$48,980 purse March 16, and the second a 
$51,112 event at 7 furlongs March 30. 

The 5-year-old out of KaPs Fairy 
Tale, by Tale of the Cat, has collected a 
nifty $94,270 since that December claim. 
Polachek, a native of Havertown, Pa., 
has been training at the Bensalem oval 
since 1996. Thanks to Wild Pantera, 2014 
is shaping up to be the best year of her 
career. 

■ As the bitter winter of 2013 gradu¬ 
ally turned to spring, trainer Kate DeMasi 
visited the winner’s circle with two handy 
allowance winners. 

Pewter Stable and MJM Stable’s Bel¬ 
lamy Xpress successfully made the leap 
from the claiming ranks to allowance com¬ 
pany when he wired five rivals in a $35,200 
state-bred test on a sloppy track March 31. 
The 5-year-old Pennsylvania-bred son of 
Bellamy Road out of the King of Kings 
(Ire) mare Kris Xpress is a five-time win¬ 
ner and earner of $137,700 through that 
victory. 

Eight days later Joya Real also collected 
the fifth victory of her career when she 
triumphed in a $50,680 allowance, her 
second consecutive allowance after an ear¬ 
lier score Jan. 20. Claimed by DeMasi for 
$25,000 in January 2013 from trainer Mark 
Hennig, Joya Real has earned $55,200 
this year for Pewter Stable. DeMasi and 
her husband Greg operate Pewter Stable, 
which also offers parmerships and other 
opportunities for people to get involved 
in racing. 

■ A Philadelphia Common Pleas Court 
jury awarded nearly $7.8 million to the 
family of jockey Mario Calderon April 
10 after determining that Parx Racing 
was at fault when a horse he was exercis¬ 
ing during morning training hours was 
spooked by roaming chickens and then 
threw, dragged and kicked him. 


Calderon, 55, of Croydon, Pa., died 
after suffering 11 broken ribs and bleed¬ 
ing on his brain in the May 2010 accident, 
according to his attorney Michael Trunk. 

The jury deliberated about six hours 
before announcing its verdict, which 
included $5 million in punitive damages. 

The lawsuit brought by Calderon’s fam¬ 
ily claimed that Parx created an unsafe 
work environment by letting chickens 
roam free. 

Calderon was exercising a horse named 
Cassidy Blue near the track’s outer rail when 
a chicken spread its wings and made a sud¬ 
den movement as the horse approached. 
Calderon’s foot became entangled in a stir¬ 
rup and he was then was dragged upside 
down while the horse repeatedly kicked 
him in the chest, for about 40 seconds, 
according to the lawsuit. 

Calderon rode primarily at Parx during 
his career as a jockey from 1976 to 2008 
and won 221 races from 1,894 starters. 

■ A family of foxes living in a drain pipe 
near the mrf course caused the cancella¬ 
tion of the remainder of the card April 21. 


One race was in the books on a bright 
and sunny afternoon when Parx man¬ 
agement decided to puU the plug on the 
remaining eight races. A spokesperson for 
the racing office said that it was feared that 
the foxes would run onto the track during 
a race, potentially causing injury to horses 
and riders. 

After successful efforts to relocate the 
fox family, racing resumed the next day 
and then took a break for the Atlantic City 
meet in New Jersey. W

One for Dad 

Flattering Bea starts fast, delivers 
for Pickett in Sugar Maple Stakes

C rystal Pickett had a message for her 
father, James, just hours before head¬ 
ing to the Charles Town track to 
saddle Flattering Bea for the $200,000 
Sugar Maple presented by CANTER Mid- 
Atlantic Stakes. 

It wasn’t a promise, more Hke a wish, 
but Pickett’s words came true when the 
4-year-old Flatter filly puUed off a spar¬ 
kling victory in the 7-furlong test for older 
fillies and mares on the Charles Town 
Classic undercard April 19. 

‘‘My dad has been fighting cancer for 
five months, and one of the things I said 
to him today was, ‘Dad, I want to go win 
this for you,’” Pickett said. “So it’s huge. 
And as I’m walking in here, my kids are 
calling me. They watched it on HRTV and 
they’re Hke, ‘Mommy, mommy, your horse 
won!’ I’m just so glad I could win it for my 
dad and for them. I couldn’t do it without 
my family or my help or great owners and 
a great fiUy, most of all.” 

Flattering Bea, who’s seen her share of 
Mid-Atlantic tracks, hasn’t always looked 
so great. There was a reason, though, as 
she had a penchant for getting bumped out 
of the starting gate. That, in turn, made her 
cautious. 

“She kind of was Hke, ‘Everybody go 
and then Til come so that nobody hits 
me,’” Pickett said of Flattering Bea’s last 
start, a runner-up finish in a mid-March 
aUowance at Mountaineer. “We opened 
her bHnkers up to a cheater, and that reaUy 
seemed to help as well.” 

Jockey Garry Cruise, who got his first 
ride on Pickett’s horse at Mountaineer, 
sensed an attitude change in James 
Arris on’s homebred filly. 

“In the past she’s had trouble breaking,” 
Cruise said. “She was cautious. Tonight 
I wasn’t going to get outrun. Once she 
had the Mountaineer race in her, when I 
worked her I felt we had something awfuUy 
nice. I said to Crystal, ‘She’s going to be 
tough to beat tonight,’ and she showed it.” 

Flattering Bea broke weU and settled 
along the rail just off the pace set by 
WardeUe. Cruise knew his mount wanted 
the clean air of the lead, and Flattering Bea 
took him there leaving the seven-sixteenths 
pole. Quiet Success, the 3-5 favorite, wait¬ 
ed patiently for her bid but it came too 
late, as Flattering Bea dug in to win by a 
neck in 1:26. 

“We honestly thought that everybody 
would be gunning because on paper there 
was so much speed,” Pickett said. “She 
broke so weU tonight, the way the races 
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have been going you don't want to take 
back." 

Pickett credits Arrison's steady support 
with helping Flattering Bea develop. She 
made six starts last year and the Sugar 
Maple was her third of 2014. 

“IVe just been so lucky to have Jim as 
an owner" Pickett said. ^‘He bred her and 
was so patient, let her develop last year as a 
really nice 3-year-old, just spaced her starts 
and picked her spots. He gave her some 
time off over the winter, which is a great 
thing. It's hard to find owners with the 
patience. She's a huge filly and she's really 
grown into herself She does everything 
right, just a total professional. I love hav¬ 
ing her." 

A stakes winner at 2, Flattering Bea 
finished first or second in five of her six 
starts last year, including runner-up efforts 
in the Miss Preakness Stakes at Pimlico, 
West Virginia Secretary of State Stakes 
at Mountaineer and Safely Kept Stakes at 
Laurel Park. 

Arris on's opinion of his talented fiUy 
leaves no other option but the finest treat¬ 
ment. 

‘‘She's the best-mannered filly in the 
world," he said. “She's just a terrific filly." 

START TO FINISH 

Trainer Tom Amoss knew the danger 
lurked at the starting gate for his impres¬ 
sive 3-year-old graded stakes-winning colt 
Rise Up in the $100,000 Robert Hilton 
Memorial Stakes. 

The son of Rockport Harbor ran into 
trouble in his previous start, the Grade 2 
Louisiana Derby at Fair Grounds, when he 
was bumped at the break and never recov¬ 
ered en route to finishing 10th. 

“That was the instruction from Tom- 
just break and get up with the top speed," 
jockey Leandro Goncalves said. “He hadn't 
been very good the last couple times with 
his breaking. I tried to get the lead and he 
knows how to do the rest." 

Rise Up did the rest. Tucked along the 
rail after that desired clean break, Paul and 
Andrena Van Doren's speedster obhter- 
ated the field for a 10%-length win over 
Elevated in 1:25 for 7 furlongs. 

Goncalves, who worked Rise Up at 
Churchill Downs and Fair Grounds, was 
happy to get his first chance at riding the 
colt in a race. 

“I've worked this horse lots of times, 
never got to ride him, and I've come here 
for Tom before," Goncalves said. “I kind 
of fit to go into this track, so I just appreci¬ 
ate an oppormnity to ride him."

WISE CHOICE IN CONFUCIUS 

Jeff Runco knew his homebred 4-year- 
old colt In the Fairway would be running in 
the $50,000 Confucius Say Stakes. 

He wasn't sure what the competition 
would be, until the connections for Lucy's 
Bob Boy took the plunge and entered the 
Charles Town Classic-G2 after dominat¬ 
ing the 2013 edition of the Confucius Say. 
Suddenly, the most dangerous horse at 
Charles Town was out of the running. 

“I wasn't sure what that horse was 
going to do," Runco said. “I mean, we 
were going to run regardless because that's 
what we were going to do and just see what 
happens. It didn't hurt to see that horse out 
of there." 

That left In the Fairway as the favor¬ 
ite in the state-restricted 7-furlong test. 
The money was on the mark, as the top 


three by odds—In the Fairway, Wise Mac 
and Allegheny Jack-finished 1-2-3. Jose 
Montano, aboard In the Fairway, went by 
Wise Mac and raced clear midway on the 
final turn before finishing with a dVa-length 
win in 1:26.36. 

“He's good," Runco said. “He's gotten a 
httle older now. We gave him a little break 
over the winter, had a few little issues that 
we had to tend to when he got a break. But 
it was a good winter to miss. It was a rough 
winter, so I'm glad we gave him some time 
off He looks great and hopefully he's just 
getting back strong, and he should have a 
great 4-year-old campaign." 

Runco is keeping his options open 
with In the Fairway, a son of Posse out of 
the End Sweep mare Royal Sweep, who 
handled open competition in a handi¬ 
cap at Charles Town late last year. Those

options might even include October’s West 
Virginia Breeders Classic. 

‘‘Fd have to think about it,” Runco said. 
‘‘Not too many Posses want to go a mile- 
and-an-eighth. He acts like he might be 
able to do it. He’s a great big horse and he’s 
got a big stride. He trains like he can do it. 
rU just have to see how he trains the rest 
of this summer.” 

NO CHANGE NEEDED 

Jockey Matt McGowan rather slyly sug¬ 
gested that John Casey might need to stay 
home more often, after the veteran Charles 
Town-based trainer was missing in action 
for Charles Town Classic night with the 
flu. Casey’s girlfriend, Kristy Petty, had a 
touch of the flu as well but had no choice 
but to gut it out for Down Town Allen in 
the $50,000 Original Gold Stakes. 

Petty ponied Down Town Allen to the 
post and the favorite evidently found aU to 
her satisfaction as she broke sharply, took 
the lead from Smck Like Glue midway 
down the backstretch and brushed back a 
bid from runner-up Margaret High to win 
the 7-furlong restricted test by 374lengths. 

“We’ve been watching races aU night, 
and speed’s been holding,” McGowan said. 
“We let her do her thing and hopefully the 
10 [Stuck Like Glue] didn’t kill us. I got her 
to settle down the backside.” 

The race was Down Town Allen’s first 
since last September, and from the looks 
of her performance it appears the 7-year- 
old hasn’t lost a step after winning all four 
starts at Charles Town last year, including 
the Original Gold. 

“I had a ton of horse the whole time,” 
McGowan said. “They just do a great job 
of bringing her back every year.” 

MDRTAL, AFTER ALL 

It’s tough to bet against Immortal Eyes 
at Charles Town. The 9-year-old Florida- 
bred Greamess gelding has dominated the 
sprint distance at the track over the years, 
racking up 11 wins and a pair of seconds 
in 13 starts heading into the $50,000 Webb 
Snyder Charles Town Dash. 

Few had any reason to doubt Immortal 
Eyes would continue that dominance. That 
included trainer Kevin Patterson, who sad¬ 
dled rival Uncle Todd to attempt the near 
impossible. 

“I never thought I had a shot,” Patterson 
said. 

Under jockey Gerald Almodovar, Uncle 
Todd rocketed out of the chute to puU 
clear for a wire-to-wire win for Patterson 
and owner Robert Cole, who picked up the 
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5-year-old Jump Start ridgling on an $8,000 
claim back in January and then prompdy 
cut his distance to 4V2 furlongs. 

‘^ou can get a horse for $8,000 to win 
a stakes-I mean, Outcashem was $25,000 
and he won about 10 of them,” Cole said. 
‘‘It takes amazing good luck.” 

Trainer Damon Dilodovico hoped a 
win by Immortal Eyes might be a boost 
for aihng owner Robert Abbo, who passed 
away the next day. An unclean start sealed 
his fate. 

“He won it in the first 50 yards, proba¬ 
bly,” Dilodovico said of Uncle Todd. 
“When [Immortal Eyes] kind of gets 
bounced around a little bit, he’s an angry 
horse and it gets to him. Yeah, he’s mortal. 
I noticed there was about $180,000 in the 
show pool. We were running fourth there 
for awhile.” 

EASY MONEY 

Dilodovico was aiming to get Richard 
Hacker man’s graded stakes runner War- 
rioroftheroses a bit of a breather in the 
$35,000 Caixa Eletronica Handicap. The 
1 yi6-mile test shouldn’t have featured much 
to challenge the New York-bred son of 
A.P. Warrior, and really none did. 

“Before the last race, he’d been in hke 
six stakes in a row; aU tough races [includ¬ 
ing the General George Handicap-G3],” 
Dilodovico said. “I reaUy didn’t expect the 
race to come up as tough as it did, to be 
honest with you. Every time he’s run for 
me in the last eight or nine starts, he’s really 
been hushed the whole way. He’s never 
really had a breather. We kind of thought 
that would be the case here.” 

Dilodovico had been itching to try War- 
horoftheroses, “an agile horse,” on Charles 
Town’s tight turns anyway, and he handled 
them just fine as Travis Dunkelberger 
brought the favorite home for a 4V2-length 
win in 1:46.65, defeating seven others, 
including Grade 1 winner Homeboykris. 

YOU NEVER KNOW 

There’s a reason Belle d’Amour’s name 
may always remain in the record books 
at Charles Town. On June 28, 1941, the 
3-year-old filly set a track record of 2:05.60 
for IVa mhes that still stands. 

It’s a great time, but IH-mile races at 
Charles Town are rarely seen anymore. 
Belle d’Amour’s mark was on the line in 
the Classic Starter Handicap, but stayed 
safe when Singing My Way covered the trip 
in a relatively pedestrian 2:09.61 to win by 
2!/4 lengths.

Owner and trainer Michael Gorham 
had some misgivings with the rarely seen 
distance for the Florida-bred son of 
Wdko, who went off at 1-9. Jockey Victor 
Carrasco settled the 5-year-old into a nice 
smooth pace to stay unbeaten in his fifth 
start of the year. He added another win a 
week later at Pimlico. 


“Going a mile-and-a-quarter, you never 
know until you do it,” Gorham said. “He’s 
been running so well in aU his other races, 
he’s been kind of running off winning 
kind of easy so we figured we’d give it a 
try. The high weight [125 pounds] kind of 
concerned me going that far, but he got a 
nice easy pace.” ^

Hunt Cup Cool 

Placid Irish import Guts For Garters takes 
15-horse timber classic for Neilson, Petty

H ours before the Maryland Hunt 
Cup, the 15 contenders waited. 
Some paced in their stalls at historic 
Worthington Farms, in barns that once 
stood at Havre de Grace racetrack. Others 
stared at the assembled crowd and 22 
fences spread over the vaUey. Still others 
fidgeted in their trailers. 

One just wanted to eat grass. 

‘‘Don’t let him eat, he’s got a race to 
run,” trainer Sanna Neilson said of her 
charge, the most relaxed horse on the 
place. He must have known what was com¬ 
ing, because Guts For Garters (Ire) needed 
all that stored energy to win America’s 
great timber race a few hours later. The 
Maryland Hunt Cup attracted its largest 
field since 1926 for its 118th running April 
26 and permitted just four finishers. Guts 
For Garters, trained by Neilson for her 
brother Stewart Strawbridge, survived in a 
bubble for SH miles, then won a war with 
Imperial Way to score by a nose in 9:20 
over a good mrf course that was soft in 
places. Bon Caddo was a distant third with 
Twill Do an even more distant fourth. The 
others feU, lost riders or puUed up-done 
in by the fences, the distance, the pressure. 

None of that seemed to bother the win¬ 
ner, who built on a third around the course 
in 2013 to give Strawbridge and Neilson 
their second Hunt Cup win together. 

“He’s so quiet. I’ve never trained a race¬ 
horse that is this mellow,” said Neilson. 
“It’s hard to gauge. Even back at the barn 
today, everybody else is peppy and mov¬ 
ing around. He’s standing there thinking 
about eating grass. It makes you think, ‘Is 
he OK?’ ” 

Neilson asked that question in earnest a 
week earlier as Guts For Garters finished a 
dull eighth in the Murray Memorial allow¬ 
ance at the Grand National. Beaten almost 
24 lengths, the loss was mystifying and did 


little to inspire confidence heading to a 
longer, more arduous race in seven days. 
Guts For Garters blasted a fence late, but 
never reaUy contended. Neilson thought he 
might be sick or injured, and met him back 
at her Pennsylvania barn that evening. 

“We jogged him and everything was 
fine, we checked his legs and they were 
perfectly fine, we scoped him and he bled 
a little but nothing dramatic,” she said. “I 
expected him to be competitive in that 
spot, really competitive. He’d run well 
twice over that course. I have no idea why 
he ran so badly.” 

On the way home from the Grand 
National, jockey Jody Petty sent Neilson a 
text saying to chalk up the defeat to a bad 
day. Forget about it, he typed. If the horse 
was healthy, go to the Hunt Cup. Neilson 
ordered some bloodwork, and tried to put 
the bad race out of her mind. A former 
champion trainer, whose stable included 
the great McDynamo among others, she 
used to have a barn full of classy steeple¬ 
chase horses. Now she’s got one. It’s easy 
to dwell on all that might be wrong with 
one horse. 

The blood test revealed a shghtly ele¬ 
vated possibihty of an ulcer so Neilson put 
Guts For Garters on ulcer medication for a 
few days though that alone wouldn’t equate 
to a complete form reversal. 

“I really thought about not running, 
and kept asking myself what was wrong,” 
she said. “But Jody kept saying not to 
worry about it, that the horse had a bad 
day. We schooled him and he jumped great. 
He seemed fine. We crossed it off and 
rocked on.” 

Others felt the same because the Hunt 
Cup entry box nearly overflowed. 

The field included two-time winner 
Twill Do, 2013 timber champion (and 
Hunt Cup rookie) Foyle, Hunt Cup vet¬ 


erans Bon Caddo and Battle Op, the 2013 
runner-up Sand Box Rules and timber 
stakes winner Delta Park. Guts For Garters 
belonged, off a third the year before. They 
were the major players. The others would 
have to improve to contend. 

The early pace was quick, for the condi¬ 
tions. 

Billy Meister, in his last ride, sent And 
the Eagle Flys to the lead over the first. 
All survived. At the second, Mach Ten and 
British amateur Ahce Mills spht the post, 
flattening two panels, but stayed upright. 
Veteran Bug Eyed WiUy, to the left and in 
the back, started to leave the ground then 
changed his mind, knocked down two pan¬ 
els and fell heavily, slapping jockey Suzanne 
Stettinius to the ground. TwiU Do skipped 
past the melee, just. 

Fourteen horses crossed Tufton Avenue 
the first time (four would cross it the sec¬ 
ond time) and took aim at the third, the 
first major test on the advenmre. “It was 
a cavalry charge to the third,” said Bon 
Caddo’s jockey James Slater. 

Mach Ten led from the outside, tak¬ 
ing off first with Brands Hatch and Adair 
Stifel to their left, and Fort Henry (Ire) and 
Annie Yeager right behind. Recognizing 
the clog to his right, Meister angled And 
the Eagle Flys left as Imperial Way set 
up two panels to the right. Mark Beecher 
placed Delta Park between them and Bruce 
Fenwick-trained entrymates Foyle and Bon 
Caddo tracked. Petty placed Guts For 
Garters just behind them, 10th at take¬ 
off Near the back and on the far right. 
Embarrassed and Catch the Echo took off 
in tandem. Catch the Echo bobbled, pitch¬ 
ing McLane Hendriks near his ears but the 
duo stayed together as Embarrassed and 
Cormac Farrell hit the fence and fell. Twill 
Do and Sand Box Rules trailed. 

They aU made it over the sixth, another 
test in a race full of them. Fort Henry 
and Brands Hatch continued to smtter 
their way across the hillside while Guts 
For Garters popped over the seventh, 
eighth and ninth. Brands Hatch clouted the 
ninth and catapulted Stifel to the ground. 
Fort Henry led to the 10th where Delta 
Park fell. Foyle (with English amateur Sam 
Waley-Cohen) joined Fort Henry on the 
ambitious pace, landing in front over the 
10th. Mach Ten sat third. Imperial Way 
fourth. Guts For Garters fifth, skirting past 
Delta Park on the ground, just 6 lengths 
off the lead.

Rules, Catch the Echo and Twill Do played 
the waiting game, knowing the pace was 
taxing and the ground was testing 

Foyle turned up the pressure over the 
14th, 15th and 16th. Where it would end. 
He rocked the 16th behind and crumpled 
into the rising ground, interfering with 
Fort Henry who veered to the left and lost 
all momentum. Imperial Way and Battle 
Op cleared the melee from the outside. As 
Foyle spread across the ground. Guts For 
Garters set for takeoff and then didn’t. 
He decompressed at the bottom, nearly 
coming to a standstill. Petty squeezed and 
hoped 

‘‘Foyle fell in front of us and that 
was the panel I was jumping,” he said. “I 
couldn’t really scoot over, he stopped, I 
squeezed and he actually jumped it pretty 
damn good, from a standstill. 

It wasn’t pretty, but wars of attrition 
rarely are. 

Mills pulled up Mach Ten after 14, 
Meister pulled up And the Eagle Flys after 
15, Fort Henry would finally be pulled up 
after 19. 

Imperial Way inherited the lead after 
Foyle’s mistake and Bethany Baumgardner, 
in her first Hunt Cup, rode the 9-year-old 
hke she had planned it that way, popping 
the 17th as Guts For Garters joined a tir¬ 
ing Battle Op. They had opened a wide 
margin on the rest, led by the staying-on 
Bon Caddo who took out rails at the 17th 
and the rallying Sand Box Rules. Catch the 
Echo continued to slowly make positive 
ground while Twill Do and James Stierhoff 
hoped to vacuum up the crumbs. 

Imperial Way and Guts For Garters 
popped the 18th, which claimed Connor 
Hankin who came off a bobbhng and tir¬ 
ing Battle Op. Sand Box Rules roared into 
third, cutting the margin with ease. 

Imperial Way and Guts For Garters 
jumped the 19th in tandem, 5 lengths in 
front of Sand Box Rules who had all the 
momentum. Bon Caddo shpped back to 
fourth as Catch the Echo stuck to the task. 
Turning toward the 20th, Sandbox Rules 
shpped through on the inside to join Guts 
For Garters and Imperial Way. 

“I wanted to track Imperial Way but I 
thought she would get tired so I wanted 
to be next to her rather than behind her,” 
Petty said. “I was waiting for somebody to 
come and gobble us up. Sand Box Rules 
came to us at the third-to-last, he was 
cruising.” 


Foyle and Fort Henry opened a huge 
margin over the 11th and the 12th and 
aimed at the imposing 13th. Foyle flew it as 
Fort Henry continued to be asked for big 
ones and dehver short ones, but cleared it. 


Imperial Way continued his rhythm. Battle 
Op lurched but made it. Guts For Garters 
jumped it in sixth, inside Mach Ten who 
had begun to fade. Slater shd to the knot 
on Bon Caddo but survived. Sand Box

Guts For Garters stuttered to the fence, 
Imperial Way measured it perfectly, the 
trio left the ground at the same time but 
only two continued. Sandbox Rules lost his 
action before the fence, crawled over and 
was puUed up lame. Just behind. Catch the 
Echo lost Hendriks. 

Across Tufton Avenue, the race was 
down to two. 

Shghtly in front. Guts For Garters 
added another short one at the 21st as 
Imperial Way out-jumped him. Guts For 
Garters, in white bhnkers. Imperial Way, 
in black, met the last together and again 
Imperial Way, with a perfectly timed cue 
from Baumgardner, leapt quicker and 
opened another lead. 

‘‘She flew it but my guy got going 
again,” Petty said. “He’s got a little turn of 
foot to him.” 

Petty wound up Guts For Garters 
with right-handed smacks and went after 
Imperial Way, reeling him in with every 
stride, getting back on even terms in the 





final 100 yards. Imperial Way dug in again 
and the duo flashed past the wire together. 

“He jumped the water fence (21) great 
and at that point I felt like first or second, I 
don’t care,” said Neilson. “He was going to 


run really well and I was going to be happy. 
I would have been thriUed either way, and 
happy with the effort.” 

Guts For Garters got the nod from the 
photo-finish camera, denying a storybook 
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ending of a win by trainer Eli 2 abeth Voss 
Murray in a race run in memory of her 
father and two-time Hunt Cup winner 
Tom, who died in January She presented 
the trophy to Strawbridge, Neilson and 
Petty instead, and smiled at the efforts of 
two game horses. 

Career maiden Imperial Way gave away 
two years in age and plenty more in experi¬ 
ence to the winner, as did Baumgardner 
to Petty. 

Strawbridge and Neilson bought Guts 
For Garters in 2011 as part of a mission. 
The goal was the Hunt Cup, in two years’ 
time, for jockey and friend Jason Griswold. 
He’d been around the course (but also 
fallen twice) on the Strawbridge-owned 
Western FHng. This was going to be dif¬ 
ferent. Neilson got a short list of horses 
in the Doncaster August Sale from agents 
Matt Coleman (in the U.K.) and Sean 
Clancy (U.S.). She looked at photos and 
videos, and shortened that short list to 
one. She liked the way Guts For Garters 
jumped and made the purchase, with a bit 
of ‘‘one more bid” telephone prodding 
from Coleman. 

Once part of the large Gigginstown 
House Stud stable, the son of Presenting 
(GB) won a handicap hurdle and a handi¬ 
cap steeplechase in a long, largely middling, 
career in Ireland. The dark bay made his 
American debut at My Lady’s Manor in 
2012 and placed third in that year’s Virginia 
Gold Cup. Last season, he was disqualified 
for going off course in an allowance win at 
the Grand National, then finished third in 
the Hunt Cup. 

Griswold, whose father Jay declined a 
chance to buy part of the horse, has never 
ridden him, but Neilson stuck to the plan. 
She made the Hunt Cup in two years, won 
it in three. 

“I loved him when I saw him,” she said 
of her first impression. “He was more 
beautiful than his pictures. We learned 
quickly that you can’t ride him by himself. 
He needs a friend. He’s really spooky.” 

Neilson enlisted retired steeplechaser 
South Monarch as a training partner, and 
spent the winter getting fit. Karen Andress, 
who cared for the hunters ridden by 

Jody Petty rated Guts For Garters early (top 
photo, far left), going Into the third fence behind 
nearly half the field. After an Impressive show¬ 
ing, Elizabeth Voss Murray (left) greets Imperial 
Way and first-time rider Bethany Baumgardner.

Neilson’s mother Nina (who died in 2012) 
for years, did the ground work. Neiison, 
Becky Dang, Ivan Dowhng, Stephanie 
Boyer and Petty did the riding at various 
times. The Hunt Cup winner prepped 
over timber at Cheshire Point-to-Point, on 
the flat at Elkhdge-Harford, threw in the 
clunker at the Grand National, then went 
to Glyndon. 

‘d did timber race and then flat race 
because I felt hke he needed a little more 
than that first timber race but I didn’t want 
to run him four times over timber this 
spring,” Neiison said, did that last year 
and I felt like that was a little bit too much 
for him. The ground got firm by the Hunt 
Cup last year and that didn’t help either. 
The ground was better this year.” 

Neiison and Strawbridge won the Hunt 
Cup together in 2007, when he owned and 
rode The Bruce (NZ) to victory. Neiison 
won twice as a rider—in 1993 with Ivory 
Poacher and 1991 with Tom Bob (Ire). 
Petty became the second former champion 
professional, after Blythe Miller Davies in 
2011, to win the Hunt Cup as an amateur. 

‘dt’s been a real family affair,” said 
Neiison. ‘dCaren worked for my mom 
for almost 30 years and it’s a big deal for 
her. She takes a lot of pride in her horses 
obviously, and she’s got him looking like a 
milhon dollars. Stewart and I would have 
loved it if Mom had been here, but we can 
feel her, and it’s really fun to win it with 
Jody because we’ve won so many races 
together. The Hunt Cup is the creme de 
la creme and I didn’t think I’d win another 
one.” 

TIMBER TOPPINGS 

■ BiUy Meister broke the record for most 
career Hunt Cup rides with 22, when he 
started with And the Eagle Flys. They 
pulled up after the 15th fence, but the trip 
gave Meister (a three-time winner as a jock¬ 
ey) the record by one over Paddy Neiison 
(Sanna’s father). Meister said beforehand 
that the 2014 Hunt Cup would be his last 
ride, ever, and he plans to focus on his 
training operation. 

■ Stewart Strawbridge’s father George 
bred and campaigned Guts For Garters’ 
sire Presenting, whose Engish racing career 
included an undefeated 2-year-old cam¬ 
paign and a third in the 1995 Epsom 
Derby. Standing in Ireland, he has been a 
leading National Hunt (jump racing) sire 
for several years and now holds the rare 


starns of siring the winners of the Enghsh 
Grand National, Cheltenham Gold Cup 
and Maryland Hunt Cup. 

■ An article in the March edition incor¬ 
rectly Hsted the owners with two legs on 
the Hunt Cup’s current challenge cup. 
After a review of minutes from the race 
committee, Andre Brewster was included 
in the group as he was a partner in Arcadia 
Stable which owned two-time winner Buck 
Jakes. 


The other parmers, Peyton “Skip” Cochran 
Jr. and Francis “Ike” Iglehart Jr. have 
passed away, leaving Brewster with two legs 
on the cup. He ran Delta Park in the 2014 
edition. With the win by Guts For Garters, 
six owners have two legs on the seventh 
challenge cup—Strawbridge, Brewster, Irv 
Naylor, Lucy Goelet, Move Up Stable, 
Northwoods Stable. A third win by any of 
them win retire the trophy. H

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A Long Trip 

Pennsylvania-bred Spencer Road continues 
journey with Grand Nationai timber victory

S pencer Road kicked the wall, over 
and over and over again. And that’s 
why he’s a steeplechaser. Or some¬ 
thing like that anyway. 

Bred in Pennsylvania by Wendy Mut- 
nick, the wife of Parx Racing-based trainer 
Guadalupe Preciado, the 8-year-old gelding 
won for the first time with a hard-charg¬ 
ing final furlong in the $30,000 Grand 
National timber stakes at Butler, Md., April 
19. Spencer Road and apprentice jockey 
Eric Poretz caught favored Foyle in the last 
stride of the Ski-mile race to the dehght of 
Mutnick-even if she hasn’t seen the horse 
in years. 

“It’s a long time ago now, so I don’t 
remember much,” she said. “All the foals 
out of that mare are very big, very bold. 
It doesn’t surprise me that he went on and 
did that. It’s awesome. I’m happy for him. 
It sounds tike he’s got a great life and he 
found what he’s good at.” 

Mutnick and her husband have three 
mares, and deliver one or two foals a year 
on their farm (on Spencer Road) in Ivyland, 
Pa. in Bucks County. Spencer Road, a son 
of Slew City Slew and Snars Good Fortune, 
was born there in 2006. His mother stands 


17 hands and he, like his brothers and sis¬ 
ters, takes after her. While prepping for a 
career on the flat, Spencer Road developed 
a problem in a hind leg (which Mutnick 
blames on that kicking habit). The issue 
was more appearance than anything. 
Spencer Road wasn’t lame, he just walked 
around with a big ankle and didn’t really 
progress. That, his size and a general lack 
of speed made a spot in Preciado’s racing 
stable seem remote, and he was sold-cheap. 

Trainer Ted Gregory made Spencer 
Road a timber horse, and he made two 
starts in spring 2012. Blythe and Joe Davies 
saw the horse, sent Blythe’s father Bruce 
MiQer to South Carolina on a scouting 
mission and brought Spencer Road home 
to Maryland. He foxhunted, but didn’t 
impress. 

“We never thought he had any speed at 
all,” said Joe. “He was just slow.” 

Then they ran him. He stiU wasn’t fast, 
but there was far more there than Spencer 
Road showed around the farm or in the 
hunt field. In 2013, he won a point-to- 
point, finished third in an allowance at My 
Lady’s Manor and was second (disquahfied 
for missing a beacon) in another allow¬ 


ance at the Grand National. After losing 
Poretz in a point-to-point to start this 
year, Spencer Road went to the Grand 
National-the final prep for the Maryland 
Hunt Cup and a field loaded with Foyle, 
Delta Park, TwiU Do and others. 

The Pennsylvania-bred did nothing 
wrong, waiting off the pace early, flying 
fences and charging through the stretch 
late. He flew the final two fences, but 
needed to as 2013 timber champion Foyle 
did as well, and drew even with the favor¬ 
ite in deep stretch to prevail by the slim¬ 
mest of margins after a lengthy photo¬ 
finish review. Delta Park finished third with 
Embarrassed, who nearly took the first 
three off course at the second-last fence, 
fourth. 

Owned by Gerry Brewster, Eleanor 
Russell and Joseph Tydings, Spencer Road 
got the nod in 6:13 while giving Poretz 
his second lifetime win. The 19-year-old 
gallops horses at Laurel Park for Thomas 
lannotti, while attending Anne Arundel 
Community College, and finds time to ride 
a few jump races for the Davies. 

He guided Spencer Road like a veteran. 

“I really wanted him to have a nice time 
over the last fence,” he said. “I was about 
a half-length down coming to it. I got a 
good jump and he actually got a really 
good jump too. After that it was all hands 
to the finish. He really dug in. I was look¬ 
ing straight ahead and I was riding. I didn’t 
want to stop until after the wire.” 

Davies loved the ride. 

“We thought about getting a more 
experienced rider but then decided to 
come here and Eric was great,” he said. 
“He rode him really well, kind of worked 
his way into the race and got there.” 

The success over fences didn’t really 
surprise Mutnick. 

“That must come from the mare’s sire 
[Snar],” she said. “People told me aU the 
time that he sired good show jumpers and 
e venters.” 

Deceased Snar was by Sir Ivor and won 
three times on the flat. The New York- 
bred became a Grand Prix show jumper 
and later a sire of sporthorses includ¬ 
ing four-star event winner Jam. As usual, 
there’s a little more to the story if you dig. 
Snars Good Fortune’s dam, Pennsylvania- 
bred Spruce Head, won over hurdles in 
1987 and hails from the breeding program 
of noted Keystone State breeder Arthur 
Choate Jr. Snars Good Fortune was bred

Not For Love's flashy grandson California Chrome 
was on top of his game as he flew home the 
winner of the 140th Kentucky Derby! And 
completing the Derby exacta (to the tune of $320 
for a $2 exacta bet) was Lion Hearted's grandson 
Commanding Curve! 

The first Saturday in May at Churchill Downs 
proved a showcase for Northview Broodmare Sire 
Power, as favorite California Chrome, by Lucky 
Pulpit out of the Not For Love mare Love the 
Chase, cruised home to win by an eased-up one 
and three-quarter lengths, with Commanding 
Curve, a son of Master Command out of the Lion 
Hearted mare Mother, closing best of the other 18 
starters to finish a rousing second in the nation's 
most famous race. 


Not For Love is the broodmare sire of five stakes 
winners this year, more than the likes of Gone 
West, Unbridled, Deputy Minister and Giant's 
Causeway, and he ranks fifth among the nation's 
broodmare sires by earnings. 

Lifetime numbers for Lion Hearted as a broodmare 
sire are 56 starters, 34 winners, and average 
earnings per starter of nearly $40,000!

in Pennsylvania by Aggie O’Brien, whose 
husband Ranee owned Snar. The O’Briens 
sold Snars Good Fortune and another 
daughter of Snar named Snar Bunny, both 
foals of 1994, to Mutnick. Both won their 
debuts in 1998 with Snars Good Fortune 
placing in a stakes. 

The 20-year-old mare has also pro¬ 
duced Taste the Fortune, a daughter of 
The cuff’s Edge who won twice last year. 
Mutnick recently gave 7-year-old geld¬ 
ing Lost Fortune (by Lost Soldier) to 
the Turning For Home Thoroughbred 
retirement program and has a yearUng by 
Magna Graduate. In late April, Snars Good 
Fortune was overdue to deUver a Lite the 
Fuse foal. 

Chances are, the newcomers will be 
much Uke their big brother. 

‘‘They aU have a lot of stamina, her 
horses,” said Mutnick. “They’re not chick¬ 
en, they’re tough, they go forever, and 
they’re big. You get some big horses and 
they’re lanky or tall and skinny. Hers are 
huge everywhere. We’ve tried to refine it 
with breeding, but they stayed big.” 

■ Trainer Todd Wyatt crossed paths with 
jockey Mark Beecher after Raven’s Choice 
finished second in a maiden timber at My 
Lady’s Manor April 12, and nearly spoke 
in unison. 


“Allowance race next week?” 

Wyatt, who engaged Ross Geraghty 
at the Manor, needed an amateur for the 
following week. Beecher was open. Seven 
days later, they were winners as Beecher 


and Raven’s Choice ruled a $20,000 allow¬ 
ance timber for owner Ann Jackson. The 
7-year-old, bred in Maryland by Jackson’s 
late husband Cary, took over with five 
fences remaining and made the advantage

stand up the rest of the way in a three-quarter length tally over 
Almarmooq with Grand Pride third. The winner covered 3^4 miles 
in 6:34. 

‘‘They told me he would jump and stay and that’s why I went 
on with five to go” said Beecher. “It was very slow early, but I 
didn’t want to be out front then. He jumped super and that’s what 
kind of made it. The run last week reaUy stood him weU.” 

Raven’s Choice won on the fiat at Belmont Park in 2010, scored 
over hurdles in 2011 and emerged last year as a timber horse. The 
son of Dance With Ravens and Jackson’s Regal Intention mare 
Millashand also finished second in the Manor’s maiden race last year. 

■ Wyatt completed a double on the day as Armata Stable’s 
Brother Sy won the finale, a $10,000 highweight amateur timber. 
The 9-year-old Pennsylvania-bred crossed the line third, but was 
moved up by the stewards after Class Brahms and Prince Ludovic 
(Ire) were ruled off course. 

Brother Sy crossed the hne 4 lengths behind the others, but 
jockey Diana Giliam was fairly certain she would get the decision 
upon review and did not pursue the others in the stretch. 

“I don’t know why the inquiry took more than 30 seconds,” 
she said. “They missed the white flag. When I saw they went to 
the wrong side, it was aU I could do to get (Brother Sy) to the right 
side. Horses want to follow other horses.” 

Breeders Randy and Denise Rolfe campaigned Brother Sy on 
the flat with trainer Wendy Kinnamon. The son of SyncHne and 
the Co 22 ene mare Co 22 y Rhythm won four times and placed in a 
small stakes. Sold to Armata, the now 9-year-old won over hurdles 
in 2012. GiUam Hked her first association with the winner, who 
was fifth in a maiden timber at My Lady’s Manor. 

“He was awesome,” she said. “Clearly he was a class horse 
on the flat and he ran well over hurdles. I felt like we were going 
plenty fast. The fences aren’t that big on the course for that race, 
but they aren’t that inviting either. They’re tricky. You have to be 
on a good jumper to do well. For a green horse it’s a test, especially 
going that fast.” ■

Rising timber star Nat Grew completes 
conversion with triumph at My Lady’s Manor

M ane braided, hooves paint¬ 
ed, bridle shined just so, Nat 
Grew was ready for his class at 
the Middleburg Classic horse show in 
September 2011. And then he wasn’t. The 
Thoroughbred gelding, who showed under 
the name Petty Cash for owner Caves 
Farm, cohcked and wound up in surgery. 

The illness changed his hfe, and kicked 
into gear an ultimate career change. 

“He was a bit of a handful, the type 
of show horse that needed to be a pro¬ 
fessional’s ride,” said Katie Cooper, the 
trainer and rider at owner Howie Wolfe’s 
Baltimore County farm. “I could take him 
to a show and if all things were aligned I 
would canter to the first jump and know 
we were going to win. I would have to be 
an idiot not to win.” 

At other times, there was no reason to 
even jump that first fence. 

“When he was difficult, it was easier 
to just say ‘Not today,’ and put him away,” 
continued Cooper. “He’d be going more 
sideways than forward.” 

StiU owned by Caves, Nat Grew is going 
forward now-though he’s nowhere near a 
show ring. The 10-year-old Broken Vow 
gelding converted to timber racing last 
year and graduated to stakes winner with a 
runaway triumph in the $30,000 My Lady’s 
Manor in Monk ton, Md., April 12. The 
Kentucky-bred improved to 2-for-3 (with 
a second) over timber by laying waste to a 
solid field that included 2013 Virginia Gold 
Cup winner Grinding Speed, 2013 Manor 
winner Moonsox, former Grade 1 hur¬ 
dler Tax Ruling and timber stakes winner 
Straight to It. Nat Grew opened 40 lengths 
early for jockey Jody Petty and scored by 
IOV 2 over Old Timer in 6:13.20 for 3 miles 
with Grinding Speed third. 

Nobody was more impressed than 
trainer Eddie Graham, though the 
Pennsylvanian didn’t really watch all that 
closely. 

“I stopped watching, I couldn’t watch 
it,” he said. “I was standing there talking to 
[his wife] Wendi about how he was going. 
He was under control and going fine, 
then he was 20 lengths in front. I couldn’t 
watch. I walked away from the screen and 
didn’t look up until he went under the 
wire.” 

Former flat horse, hurdle horse and show horse,

Nat Grew was bred in Kentucky by 
Runnymede Farm, Case Clay, Joe Clay and 
Wendy Clay His pedigree (Broken Vow- 
Ascot Starre, by Ascot Knight) screams 
distance racing and the bay gelding got his 
chance with Pennsylvania owner/trainer 
Michael Moran, who spent $130,000 on the 
yearhng at Keeneland September 2005. Nat 
Grew ran twice at 2, finishing seventh and 
eighth late in the year at the Meadowlands 
for Moran and parmer Windmill Hollow 
Stable. Moved to trainer Sanna Hendriks’ 
barn midway through 2007, Nat Grew won 
on the turf at Laurel Park in October and 
then went hurdling-he finished second in 
a 3-year-old stakes to close 2007, second to 
begin 2008 and second again at Saratoga 
that summer. He dominated a September 
maiden hurdle on yielding mrf at Shawan 
Downs, but missed the next year with a 
tendon injury. He came back for three 
starts in 2009, and placed in a stakes, but 
was eventually injured again. 

Out of options and patience, Moran 
and company gave the horse to Petty 
(then an exercise rider for Hendriks) as a 
project. Petty thought eventing, and put in 
the time to help the horse adjust. By fall 
2010, he was for sale. Petty showed him 
to his friend Cooper and Caves bought 


him as a potential show horse. Nat Grew 
took to his new job like a goat to mischief. 
He won a championship in his first go, 
added the Maryland Thoroughbred Classic 
in 2011 and starred on hunt night at the 
2012 Pennsylvania National Horse Show 
in Harrisburg among other feats. 

‘‘He was my sanity,” said Cooper. “I 
would take him out on the farm and jump 
whatever was there-a tree that had fallen, 
anything. He was that type of horse. We 
were going to sell him, that’s part of my 
job, but he’s not a horse for just anyone. 
I always found a reason why it wouldn’t 
work, I thought I was being responsible, 
but I also realized we might have this horse 
forever.” 

Calm enough for chents to take lessons 
on at Caves, Nat Grew would have racing 
flashbacks at some shows. Those were the 
bad days Cooper mentioned. The cohc 
sealed the decision-the stress of high- 
level showing was too much to ask. After 
surgery, Nat Grew went back to work in 
winter 2012 and spent the next year “futz- 
ing” on the farm as a hunter with Green 
Spring Valley and Elkridge-Harford, hunt¬ 
er-trial participant, occasional show horse. 
Cooper showed him to timber trainer Billy 
Meister at the Green Spring Valley Hunter 


Trials, thinking Nat Grew might make a 
hunter. Meister passed. 

“He was going to be a strong hunter 
for somebody,” Cooper said. “Not just 
anyone can ride him. He cracks his back, 
uses his whole body when he jumps. He’s a 
handful. He was more rideable the second 
time around (after the surgery), but he was 
a lot of work. No one was ever going to 
buy him. 

Petty stopped by to see his former 
pupil last summer, and asked about the 
plan. Cooper and Wolfe were out of real 
options, and Petty jumped at the chance. 

“Run him over timber,” he suggested.

Going on four years away from the 
races, Nat Grew couldn’t be a racehorse 
again. Or could he? Petty called Graham, 
Nat Grew got on a van and step by step the 
ex-flat horse, ex-hurdler, ex-show horse, 
ex-foxhunter, ex-whatever became a tim¬ 
ber horse. 

‘‘Howie always says ‘Do whatever you 
think is best for the horse,’ which makes 
you try twice as hard to find something,” 
said Cooper. “All I did was not ruin the 
horse.” 

Nat Grew finished second in his debut 
at Shawan Downs last faU and won a 
maiden at the Pennsylvania Hunt Cup in 
his next start. Then came the Manor. 

“I’ve just learned to not pull him in,” 
said Petty. “I let him break out of there 
sharply and he did it without puUing. It 
didn’t feel hke we were going that quickly. 
When you jump the fifth fence, you make a 
sharp left turn and I turned around to look. 
I could not believe how much I’d opened 
up. I was embarrassed.” 

Not as much as the others. 


ORGANISATEUR, CITY PRESS 
TAKE MAIDEN RACES

Ivan Dowling. The 9-year-old placed in a 
Grade 1 over hurdles in 2011 for owner 
Irv Naylor, but was sold as a foxhunting 
prospect to Phoebe Fisher. 

The 9-year-old didn’t readily take to 
that career, and Fisher called on Cheshire 
Foxhounds huntsman Ivan Dowling for 
help. Dowhng, who rode the horse in the 
morning for trainer Bruce Miller in 2011, 
solved some problems with the horse’s 
feet, did loads of flat work and talked it 
over with Fisher. 


“Can we run him?” Dowling asked 
fairly early in the process. Fisher, sister-in- 
law of leading trainer Jack Fisher, some¬ 
what reluctantly agreed. Organisateur won 
over timber at the Cheshire Point-to-Point 
in March as a tightener and dominated at 
the Manor. He won by IIV 4 lengths over 
Raven’s Choice with Class Brahms third. 

“We worked hard with him and he 
turned around, he’s a good horse,” said 
Dowling. “His problem was his feet most¬ 
ly. He’d always pat the ground, even in his

hurdle races. He'd be very careful. One day 
exercising and schooling this winter, he left 
out of my hands and I figured he must be 
feehng good.” 

The win was Dowhng's first as a trainer. 
He won three NS A races and several point- 
to-points as a jockey, but expects to hand 
the reins to others for now while keeping a 
horse or two to train to go along with his 
job with Cheshire. 

Newcomer City Press (Ire), twice a 
winner over chase fences in England last 
year, handled American timber with ease 
in another $15,000 maiden. The 8-year-old 
defeated nine others while winning by 2% 
lengths for Bruton Street-US, trainer Jack 
Fisher and jockey Connor Hankin. Durer 
was second with Dax third. 

City Press won National Hunt flat races 
at Lingfield and Kempton in January 2013, 
then added the chase victories in April at 
Huntingdon and in June at Stratford. The 
son of Presenting (GB) spent the win¬ 
ter with Fisher, learning timber and gave 
University of Virginia student Hankin his 
second win of the season. Presenting also 
sired 2014 Maryland Hunt Cup winner 
Guts For Garters (Jre). 


■ The finale, a highweight amateur timber, 
went to Kinross Farm's Sand Box Rules 
and jockey Diana GiUam. The 10-year- 
old won by 3% lengths in a tune-up for 


the Maryland Hunt Cup two weeks later. 
Trained by Neil Morris, the winner charged 
through the stretch to catch Illustration 
with Cold Water Spring third. ■ 


Up, Over and Around 


H e's not a champion, nor a Grade 1 
winner. He'U never sire a superstar, 
or set a record. But Decoy Daddy 
(Ire) might be the perfect racehorse. 

The 12-year-old opened his 2014 cam¬ 
paign with another win, at Middleburg 
Spring April 19 in Virginia, his third in 
the $50,000 Temple Gwathmey Hurdle 
Handicap and ninth since being imported 
to the United States by owner Irv Naylor in 
2010. This year's Gwathmey looked eerily 
similar to his other wins as Decoy Daddy 
and jockey Carol-Ann Sloan raced near 
the pace throughout, overtook Pleasant 
Woodman at the last fence and outkicked 
Gustavian late to win by IV 2 lengths. 
Trained by Cyril Murphy, the son of Lord 
of Appeal collected a $30,000 payday to 
push his lifetime bankroll to $435,222. 

Decoy Daddy, who also won the 
Gwathmey in 2011 and 2013, became just 
the second triple winner of the historic 
race—which dates to 1924. Hall of Famer 


Fairmount won the 1926-28 editions. 
Double winners include Flatterer, Census, 
Rowdy Irishman, Amber Diver and Neji. 

■ Another import, Michael Moran's Stay¬ 
ing On (Ire) made his presence felt in 
the $50,000 Queen's Cup MPC Chase, 
the second novice hurdle stakes of the 
year and feamre race at the Queen's Cup 
meet in Mineral Springs, N.C., April 26. 
The 9-year-old outran Awesome Pearl and 
Carolina Cup winner Top Striker late to 
score by 214 lengths for trainer Jack Fisher 
and jockey Jeff Murphy. 

Staying On raced on the flat in England, 
where he won the hsted Doncaster Mile 
Stakes for trainer Walter Swinburn in 
2009, then made four American starts for 
Christophe Clement before being sold to 
Moran as a steeplechase prospect. 

With Moran training. Staying On broke 
his maiden in 2012 and finished second in 
allowance company last year. 


Moved to Fisher's barn, the son of 
Invincible Spirit won a novice stakes at 
Belmont last September and finished sec¬ 
ond (by a nose) in another novice in 
October. 

The Queen's Cup was the third jump 
win for Staying On, which pushes him out 
of the novice ranks.

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A Few Good Men

A. bunch of rich fellows 
at a dinner in Saratoga in 1868 
were in high spirits when they 
concocted an idea to stimulate 
racing in Maryland. Whether 
it was the wine, or the healing 
scars of the Civil War, a dinner 
party promise helped Pimlico 
Race Course get started. 

"We, the subscribers, agree 
to run a sweepstakes at the Bal¬ 
timore fall meeting of 1870. . . 
to be run over a course to be 
built at Baltimore, Maryland." 

Anticipating remorse, or al¬ 
cohol-induced amnesia, they 
named the sweepstakes to 
summon the memory of their 
collegial evening: The Dinner 
Party Stakes. For 3-year-olds. 

The prospective contes¬ 
tants were still yearlings. 
Among the 30 pedigrees sub¬ 
mitted as nominations on Oct. 
10, 1868, was Mr. Milton H. 
Sanford's bay colt by the great 
Kentucky sire Lexington. Mr. 
Sanford named the colt Preak- 
ness, and he won the inau¬ 
gural Dinner Party Stakes at 
newly opened Pimlico in 1870. 

Fast-forward 144 years. 
On Wednesday, April 30, 
2014, five inches of rain fell 
on Pimlico. Nearby in mid¬ 
town, parked cars tumbled 
down a collapsed retaining 
wall onto railroad tracks. An 
entire Baltimore city block fell 
to the force of rainwater. But 
the venerable racing surface at 
Pimlico was labeled "Fast" on 
Thursday, May 1, to the mar¬ 


vel of a man familiar with soil 
and rain. 

Earl "Buddy" Hance is 
Maryland's Secretary of Agri¬ 
culture. He grew up in the to¬ 
bacco fields of southern Mary¬ 
land. He rotates his attention 
like a farmer rotates crops. He 
is seated in Pimlico's dining 
room, the thickness of glass 
away from the dirt track, the 
maintenance of which he 
clearly admires. 

"How are things on the 
horse farms of Maryland?" is 
the question on his mind. 

Bill Boniface puts down 
his fork. He trained Preakness 
winner Deputed Testamony. 
He goes to bed at 7:30 some 
nights, rises at 4:30 all morn- 
ings. 

"Foals everywhere this 
spring. Buddy," says Boni¬ 
face. "A neighbor called me 
the other night, asked for help 
foaling. I was asleep, but I got 
up, and we got that baby's leg 
down, and it came right out." 

Hance knows that horse 
farming is relevant again in 
Maryland, like it was in the 
1960s, when the Maryland 
Fund began. He knows what 
happens when a form of agri¬ 
culture cashes out: Developers 
cash in. The tobacco bams of 
Hance's youth quietly col¬ 
lapse like those cars onto that 
railroad track, slowly disap¬ 
pearing, erosion at work. 


Cracks precede a col¬ 
lapse. Cracks of distress tore 
open every horse farm in this 
state. An enlightened Mary¬ 
land Racing Commission an¬ 
swered the 911 call in 2013, 
responding to an 80% loss of 
inventory over the preceding 
decade. The Commission re¬ 
programmed slots revenue 
to stimulate agriculture and 
racing in Maryland. Now, the 
colts are back, as the industry 
slogan proudly proclaims. 

In the catacombs of the 
Pimlico clubhouse, phones 
ring off the hook for Preakness 
tickets. Preakness Sales Asso¬ 
ciate Ty Ehlis calmly crosses 
out open sections of the seat¬ 
ing chart. He says: 

"Until the Racing Com¬ 
mission got involved and 
worked out the 10-Year-Deal, 
we didn't know if we could 
buy our kids any Christmas 
presents. We didn't know if 
we'd have a job." A chorus 
of "amens" breaks out in the 
ticket control room. 

History bears out racing's 
ebbs and flows. For two de¬ 
cades after the first Dinner 
Party Stakes, Pimlico flour¬ 
ished. But competitive meet¬ 
ings sprung up in New Jersey 
and New York, and racing 
ceased at Pimlico in the 1890s. 
In 1904, by emphasizing 
short race meetings, Pimlico 
reopened. When New York 
tracks were shuttered by anti- 






gambling forces in 1911-12, 
Pimlico received exiled rac¬ 
ing stables. Legalized betting 
followed, and the Maryland 
Jockey Club prospered by the 
pari-mutuel system. Horse 
owners followed the money. 
The Preakness became a clas¬ 
sic. 

So long as Pimlico runs a 
race meet, the Preakness will 
anchor Maryland racing. Ev¬ 
ery road across the land leads 


to Pimlico on the third Satur¬ 
day in May. 

Red paint accents the old 
grandstand, the patrol judge 
towers, the balcony where the 
jockeys stand in their sleeve¬ 
less T's in the spring air, await¬ 
ing the next ride around the 
splendid old track. 

Bear in mind, this im¬ 
mutable scene started almost 
a century-and-a-half ago. In 
Racing in America 1866-1921, 


turf historian Walter Vosburgh 
wrote: "Despite stormy weath¬ 
er, the inaugural meeting was 
a decided success. A heavy 
rainstorm had left the track 
very deep and muddy, but the 
public response was encour¬ 
aging." 

The grandstand roof leaks 
in a few places at Pimlico. 
Well, maybe that's under¬ 
standable. This past decade 
has been hard on Maryland 


racing. Be a sport. Bring an 
umbrella. Don't complain. 

When you turn East on 
Winner Avenue, go back a 
quarter mile and 144 years, 
and you are there. Here's a tip. 
Bet Preakness in the Dinner 
Party. Friendly spirits, per¬ 
haps in their cups, were over¬ 
heard just the other day. ^ 



Maryland-bred Stakes Winners 


Purely Hot makes 
grade at Woodbine 

The remarkable career of 
Purely Hot rose to a new lev¬ 
el when in the second start of 
her 6-year-old season she 
reeled in the early leaders 
and drew off to capture 
Woodbine's $150,000 Whim¬ 
sical Stakes-G3 April 26 by 
SVi lengths. In recording her 
first graded victory. Purely 
Hot completed 6 furlongs in 
1:09.89 over the synthetic 
track with Chantal Suther¬ 
land Kruse aboard. 

Purely Hot races for Un¬ 
limited Equine and is trained 
by Tevis McCauley. For most 


of last year she competed in 
the name of Tuozzo Racing 
for trainer Nick Caruso, go¬ 
ing from $4,000 claimer to 
stakes winner to finishing a 
dazzling second behind two- 
time champion female sprint¬ 
er Croupie Doll in the Crade 
2 Presque Isle Downs Mas¬ 
ters Stakes. 

Three times in the winter 
of 2013 Purely Hot was 
claimed at Penn National, 
starting the year for a $4,000 
tag. When Caruso got the 
daughter of Pure Prize back 
for $10,000 in March, he sent 
her out in starter-allowance 
company, then took a swing 


at stakes competition. In her 
stakes debut last June in the 
$100,000 Satin and Lace at Pr¬ 
esque Isle Downs, she won 
by 5 lengths. Spending the 
summer at Presque Isle, she 
crossed the finish line first 
five consecutive times, win¬ 
ning each by daylight (she 
was later disqualified from 
purse money for a medica¬ 
tion positive in the fifth win). 

Stakes competition once 
again beckoned, and she 
tackled Croupie Doll in the 
track's signature event. Bat¬ 
tling through the stretch. 
Purely Hot grudgingly gave 
way to finish IV 2 lengths back 
while giving Croupie Doll 
three pounds. Following a 
fourth in the Crade 2 Thor¬ 
oughbred Club of America 
Stakes at Keeneland, Purely 
Hot was offered at Fasig-Tip- 
ton's select November mixed 
sale in Kentucky, where she 
sold as a racing or broodmare 
prospect for $225,000. 

The Woodbine win in¬ 
creased her earnings to 
$409,525 from 29 starts, with 
12 wins, three seconds and 
four thirds. Sixteen starts 


have been on the turf or syn¬ 
thetic tracks, where she has 
hit the board 11 times. 

Purely Hot is the second 
foal for Wood Not, a daugh¬ 
ter of Kissin Kris and the 
top-notch Maryland-bred 
racemare Wood So. Wood 
Not was a three-time win¬ 
ner of $74,200; her dam was 
a four-time stakes winner of 
$530,155, with three of her 
stakes wins coming in grad¬ 
ed company, topped by the 
1992 Barbara Fritchie Hand- 
icap-C2. The daughter of 
Baederwood and the Bold 
Monarch mare Impudence 
produced stakes winners All¬ 
wood and Iwoodificould. 

Dr. and Mrs. A. Leonard 
Pineau claimed Wood Not 
late in her career for $14,000 
at Timonium in 2005 and 
have bred five foals out of 
her, including current 3-year- 
old T Sizzle, Purely Hot's 
full-brother who was second 
in his debut on May 2. 

The mare's most recent 
foal, a colt by Songandapray- 
er, was sold as a weanling 
last November at Keeneland 
for $40,000. ^

feat. He fought off an inside 
challenge from Nutello, but 
could not withstand Hamp's 
stretch power. Correas was 
proud of his new stakes win¬ 
ner. 

"He had very bad luck in 
the first stakes he ran in at 
Saratoga last year," said the 
trainer. "It was a terrible trip. 
He might have won or been 
second. He tries hard and 
was always finding excuses. I 
was watching this race and at 
three-eighths [pole], I thought 
he was going to win. Then he 
had to go six wide. It wasn't 
an easy race." 

Hamp is more than a race¬ 
horse around the Sagamore 
bam of owner Kevin Plank, 
the founder and CEO of Un¬ 
der Armour. First, the horse 
is named for Bill "Hamp" 
Hampton Jr., the former senior 
director of pro leagues at Un¬ 


der Armour who died in 2011 
at age 51. Second, Hamp the 
horse is about as nice as race¬ 
horses get. 

"If you asked for a horse 
with a nice personality to be 
around, that's him," said Cor¬ 
reas. "He has everything, on 
the track, in the stall, outside, 
everywhere, he is like a pet. 
Everybody likes him." 

The Sagamore homebreds 
are out of Vienna Affair (GB), a 
Red Ransom mare purchased 
for $380,000 at Keeneland No¬ 
vember in 2009. The half-sister 
to European stakes winners 
Crowded House and On Re¬ 
flection was carrying Hamp at 
the time and delivered Daring 
Dancer in 2011. Sagamore also 


has a 2-year-old filly by Mali¬ 
bu Moon out of Vienna Affair 
named Future Show. The mare 
did not have a foal in 2013, but 
delivered a Kitten's Joy filly 
this year only to be felled by 
complications and a bout with 
laminitis. She was euthanized, 
but the filly is following in the 
hoofprints of her stakes-win- 
ning siblings at Sagamore. 

"All that family is very 
nice," said Correas. "The baby 
with the nurse mare is proba¬ 
bly the most good looking of 
all of them. She is outstand¬ 
ing, athletic and she is going 
to be big compared to Daring 
Dancer. We are going to miss 
that mare, but at least we have 
plenty of that family." ^ 


Sagamore Farm 
siblings shine 
in April stakes 


Sagamore Farm enjoyed 
a banner week in mid-April as 
Maryland-bred half-siblings 
Daring Dancer and Hamp 
won stakes two days apart. 

The double started at 
Keeneland as 3-year-old fil¬ 
ly Daring Dancer improved 
to 3-for-3 in her career with a 
triumph in the $100,000 Appa¬ 
lachian Stakes-G3 for trainer 
Graham Motion. The daugh¬ 
ter of Empire Maker was mak¬ 
ing her stakes debut and made 
it look easy with a late move 
to the front when clear to win 
by ly/i lengths. Alan Garcia 
rode the winner, whose career 
began with a maiden score at 
Laurel Park last September. At 
Keeneland, Daring Dancer sat 
just off the pace and moved 
into contention on the far turn. 
She found a seam past the 
quarter pole and outkicked 
Sweet Acclaim (Ire) and favor¬ 
ite Recepta late. 

Two days later. Daring 
Dancer's big brother Hamp 
answered the challenge with a 
gutsy, late-running win in the 
$100,000 Henry S. Clark Stakes 
at Pimlico. Trained for Saga¬ 
more by Ignacio Correas IV, 
Hamp charged from well back 
in the eight-horse field to catch 
Roadhog at the wire and win 
by a head. It was the winner's 
fourth victory in 16 starts, and 
his first in stakes company. 
The son of Sky Mesa spent the 
winter in Florida, and made 
three starts at Gulfstream Park 
(all losses). Risked for a 
$62,500 tag in mid-March, one 
start before the stakes win, 
Hamp finished a late-running 
third going IPie miles at Gulf- 
stream. The loss set up the 
Clark score, where Hamp 
again relaxed early before 
making a run. 

Two-time Maryland Mil¬ 
lion winner Roadhog, in his 
2014 debut, was game in de¬

Racing in the colors of 
her breeder Fred Lewis' Lew¬ 
is Family Racing Stable, Celt¬ 
ic Katie accelerated down 
the Pimlico stretch to win 
the $75,000 Geisha Stakes 
for Maryland-bred fillies 
and mares by SVa widening 
lengths April 26. It was the 
first stakes win for the 5-year- 
old mare, who earlier this 
year placed in Laurel's Nellie 
Morse and Conniver. 

Sent off as fourth choice 
in the field of five, Celtic Ka¬ 
tie paid $12 for the win in 
the lVi6-mile Geisha. Third or 
better in 11 of her 21 career 
starts, the Chris Grove trainee 
recorded her fourth victory 
and pushed her earnings to 
$198,835. 

The daughter of Posse is 
the first foal for her dam, Ka¬ 
tie's Love, who also became 
a stakes winner at 5 when 
taking the 2007 Shine Again 
Stakes at Pimlico. Three times 
stakes-placed (twice in the 
Geisha), Katie's Love retired 
with earnings of $248,500. 

Lewis had purchased Ka¬ 
tie's Love as a yearling for 
$60,000 at the 2003 Fasig-Tip- 
ton Midlantic Eastern Fall 
Yearling Sale. The Not For 
Love filly was a bit of a cele¬ 
brity at the time, having 
been named champion of the 
Maryland Horse Breeders 
Association's Yearling Show 
earlier that summer when ex¬ 
hibited by her breeder Brice 
Ridgely. She beat out another 
Ridgely-bred yearling at the 
show, her close relative and 










class winner Declan's Moon. 
Also sold at the Fasig-Tip- 
ton Midlantic sale. Declan's 
Moon was purchased by Jay 
Em Ess Stable for $125,000. 
The next year, he earned the 
Eclipse Award as the nation's 
top 2-year-old male. 

Celtic Katie's second dam, 
the Somethingfabulous mare 
Fabulous Vee, produced four 
stakes horses, including ad¬ 
ditional stakes winner Sabo- 
vee as well as graded stakes- 
placed Vee Vee Star, dam of 


Declan's Moon. Katie's Love's 
second foal, Celtic Katie's 
year-younger full-brother Ka¬ 
tie's Posse, placed at 2 and 3. 
The mare was barren the next 
year, and her only other foal 
is the current 2-year-old Lion 
Hearted filly Katie's Caddie. 


Hall of Famer 
Safely Kept 
dies at 28 



Safely Kept, an Eclipse 
Award winner, multiple Mary- 
land-bred champion and Hall 
of Famer, died at Burleson 
Farm in Kentucky April 22. 
The pensioned broodmare 
was 28. 

Bred by JoAnn and David 
Hayden, Safely Kept lived a 
long life but did everything 
quickly. She was second in 
her debut in 1988, then won 
three in a row including two 
stakes. Sold by the Haydens 
to a group headed by Barry 
Weisbord, for $300,000, she 
won eight in a row to start her 
3-year-old campaign, the only 
loss a second in the Breeders' 
Cup Sprint-Gl to Dancing 
Spree. Safely Kept won the 
Eclipse Award as champion 
sprinter that season. 


As good as the 1989 season 
was, she may have been just 
as good in 1990, an eight-win 
campaign that included scores 
in the Genuine Risk-G2, Gar¬ 
den State Breeders' Cup-G3, 
Thoroughbred Club of Amer- 
ica-G3, Meadowlands Breed¬ 
ers' Cup-G3, Maryland Mil¬ 
lion Distaff and Finger Lakes 
Breeders' Cup. She closed 
that year by claiming that 
elusive Breeders' Cup Sprint 
title, when she edged cham¬ 
pion Dayjur (who jumped a 
shadow in the Belmont Park 
stretch). 

Trained mainly by New 
Jersey-based Alan Goldberg 
(but also by Carlos Garcia ear¬ 
ly in her career). Safely Kept 
won 24 of 31 lifetime starts 
and earned $2,194,206. She 


was crowned Maryland-bred 
Horse of the Year in 1989 
and 1990 and won state-bred 
championships in each of her 
four seasons on the track. She 
retired to life as a broodmare 
and produced eight winners 
including stakes winners 
Peace Chant and Contrast. 

The daughter of Horati- 
us and the Winning Hit mare 
Safely Home was inducted 
into the National Racing Hall 
of Fame in 2011. 

Even at 28, Safely Kept's 
death impacted the Haydens. 

"It's a sad day at Dark Hol¬ 
low Farm, but we have many, 
many fond memories," said 
David Hayden the day after 
she passed. "She gave us our 
lives." 

And to think it nearly 
didn't happen. The Haydens 
are first-generation racing 
people and credit watching 
Secretariat win the Belmont 
Stakes with convincing them 
to get involved. In 1980, Ron 


Alfano claimed Safely Home 
for the Haydens. She tore a 
suspensory and became a 
broodmare. 

Years later, another Dark 
Hollow mare was at Thorn- 
mar Farm to be bred to Hora- 
tius, but tried to kick the 
stallion and couldn't be bred. 
So the Haydens sent Safely 
Home, and got Safely Kept. 
Not exactly a "genius" breed¬ 
ing decision. 

Safely Kept dazzled from 
the start. 

"You could look at her in 
the field, she was the pack¬ 
age," said JoAnn in 2011. 
"She was always the one you 
looked at. She was a big pow¬ 
erful horse, but never a prob¬ 
lem on the farm. Wonderful, 
a sweetheart. All of the foals 
from that mare were the same 
way, wise beyond their years 
with a calmness about them. 
Tough, very smart, but not 
rank or pushy."

T he Thoroughbred Breeders’ Association 
of New Jersey is proud to announce the 
induction of the third class of horses into 
the New Jersey-bred Hall of Fame. The third class 
inductees, Blue Sparkler and Jersey Girl, represented 
the New Jersey breeding industry with distinction. 

Blue Sparkler, the nation’s champion older mare 
of 1956, was bred and owned by Amory Haskell’s 
Woodland Farm and raced under the direction of 
trainer Harry Wells. A daughter of Knave High out 
of the Opera Hat mare Blue Tiara, Blue Sparkler was 
born in 1952. 

Blue Sparkler won four of her five starts as a 
2-year-old, including victories in the Wanda Stakes 
and Home Bred Handicap, and finished second in 
the New Jersey Breeders’ Stakes. As a 3-year-old she 
won the Miss Woodford Stakes and was second in 
the Monmouth Oaks to eventual champion Misty 
Morn. In 1956, her championship season. Blue 
Sparkler won the Regret Handicap, Molly Pitcher 
Handicap and beat males, among them Find, Mister 



Grade 1 winner and producer Jersey Girl. 


Gus and Bardstown, in the $100,000 Atlantic City 
Handicap. 

Blue Sparkler won 11 of 22 starts, including six 
stakes races, and finished her career with earnings of 
$198,625. As a broodmare Blue Sparkler produced 
five winners from six foals. Her most successful 
runner was Mac’s Sparkler, a filly by McLellan who 
won 15 races including the Beldame Stakes and 
Black Helen, Columbiana and Vagrancy Handicaps. 
Her stakes-placed daughter War Sparkler (by Fort 
Salonga) is the dam of graded winners Honey Fox 
and Sunny Sparkler, the latter a multiple stakes 
producer. 

Jersey Girl, bred by Mac Fehsenfeld, was born on 
March 16, 1995, at Brookside Farm in Colts Neck. 
She sold for $220,000 at the Fasig-Tipton Florida 
Select 2-year-olds in training sale and raced during 
her career for Ackerley Brothers Farm and trainer 
Todd Pletcher. 

Jersey Girl, a daughter of Belong to Me out of the 
Valid Appeal mare Miss Bold Appeal, was a versatile

filly who won at distances ranging from 5 furlongs 
to IVb miles. She captured the Astoria Stakes at 2 and 
was 7-for-7 as a 3-year-old, counting three Grade 1 
wins. 

Jersey Girl launched her 3-year-old campaign 
with an allowance score at Gulfstream Park before 
shipping to New York and taking the Cicada 
Stakes-G3. Following an SVz-length victory in the 
New York Stallion Park Avenue Stakes, Jersey Girl 
captured the Grade 3 Nassau County by defeating 
Eclipse Award winner Countess Diana. She then won 
the first two races of the Triple Tiara-the Grade 1 


Acorn and Mother Goose - but passed on becoming 
the ninth filly in history to sweep the series of 
prestigious races as trainer Todd Pletcher thought 
the IV 2 miles too long. His decision to opt for the 
7-furlong Test Stakes-Gl was a smart one as the 
chestnut filly won from post 11 by a length. 

Jersey Girl ended her career winning nine of 11 
starts for earnings of $571,136. As a broodmare her 
most successful runner to date is multiple graded 
stakes winner Jersey Town, who was victorious in the 
Cigar Mile Handicap-Gl and Kelso Handicap-G2 
and now stands at Darby Dan Farm in Kentucky.

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Decades of Excellence

Vignette doesn’t roam the fields of Derry Meeting Farm anymore, but 
she continues to bring credit to the state’s breeding program through her 
Pennsylvania-bred offspring, She’s a Pennsylvania-bred herself, a product of 
George Strawbridge’s outstanding breeding operation that, sadly for him and for 
Pennsylvania, has moved to Kentucky. 

Strawbridge moved his 14 broodmares, including Vignette, to Kentucky last 
summer after Derry Meeting Farm in Unionville was sold. Strawbridge had kept his 
horses there “forever,” he says, “Forever” dates to 1973. 

“I have a lot of pleasant memories and had a great deal of success raising 
horses there,” he says. “So it’s all very sad, very nostalgic. 

“What was a complete shock to me was that nobody was interested in buying 
Derry Meeting Farm as a broodmare farm. It was on the market for over a year, 
and not one interested party from any Pennsylvania breeding operation, or any 
breeding operation, came forward to maintain it as a single entity. So it had to 
be sold off in three separate parcels. This is a farm that had an extraordinary 
production record. Yet nobody, absolutely nobody, was interested in continuing it 
as a broodmare farm.”

Bettina Jenney, who ran the farm 
after her husband Marshall died in 
2000, sold it after deciding to retire. 
Marshall Jenney had bought it in 1964. 
Derry Meeting co-bred Danzig and 
foaled Storm Cat-two of the most 
influential sires in the world. It bred or 
raised champions and Breeders’ Cup 
winners. And Strawbridge was its most 
prominent client because of astute 
decisions such as breeding Vignette to 
the Kentucky stallion Dynaformer. 

He did it three times, and each 
time the foal, whom Strawbridge kept 
and raced, grew to become a stakes 
winner in England. The most recent was 
Flying Officer (born in 2010), who won 
the Further Flight Stakes on April 9 at 
Nottingham. 

Flying Officer’s older brothers- 
Thought Worthy (born in 2009) and 
Lucarno (born in 2004)-won more 
prestigious stakes. (Flying Officer will 
have his chance at more prestigious 
stakes this summer.) In 2012, Thought 
Worthy won the Great Voltigeur, a Group 
2 stakes at York. And in 2007, Lucarno 
won not only the Great Voltigeur but 
also the St. Leger at Doncaster. The 
Group 1 St. Leger is England’s oldest 
and longest (1% miles) classic race. 

“He’s the only American-bred and 
-owned horse to win the St. Leger,” 
Strawbridge says. 

The Dynaformer—^Vignette mating 
combined Vignette’s speed (she won 


four turf sprints Including a 5K2-furlong 
stakes) with Dynaformer’s stamina 
influence. It clicked. Why? 

“I don’t really know," Strawbridge 
says. “It’s the uncertainty of the gene 
pool, 1 guess.” 

Vignette’s foals by other stallions, 
including North Light (Ire) and Giant’s 
Causeway, have also fared well. Of 
seven that started, six won, Strawbridge 
says. But only the three by Dynaformer 
won stakes. 

Unfortunately, Strawbridge won’t be 
breeding more Dynaformer—Vignette 
Pennsylvania-breds. Dynaformer died 
in 2012 at age 27. And the last of 
Strawbridge’s Pennsylvania-breds were 
born in 2013, Including a Vignette filly 
by Giant’s Causeway now romping at 
Stone Farm in Paris, Ky., along with 
Strawbridge’s other Pennsylvania-bred 
yearlings. (Two he’s most excited about 
are fillies out of his mares Dynamic 
Cat and Dynamic Holiday. The sires are 
Henrythenavigator and Quality Road, 
respectively.) 

Strawbridge has kept a few 
broodmares at Stone Farm for several 
years. Including Forever Together and 
No Matter What. In 2006, No Matter 
What foaled a Dynaformer filly. Rainbow 
View, at Stone Farm who became a 
champion at 2 and 3 in Europe. 

“It’s a helluva productive farm,” 
Strawbridge says of Stone. “So I just 


exchanged one productive farm for 
another productive farm.” 

Asked whether it feels odd no 
longer producing Pennsylvania-breds, 
Strawbridge says: 

“Slightly odd, because the Kentucky 
breeding program isn’t nearly as good 
as Pennsylvania’s. But look, the thing 
that’s important to me is raising good 
horses. Stone Farm is very productive 
land. It puts a lot of bone on horses. 

So I’ve taken my horses where I think 
they’re going to produce and thrive.” 

The 19-year-old Vignette foaled 
a colt by Giant’s Causeway in March. 
Going back to a formula that worked, 
but with Dynaformer no longer available, 
Strawbridge bred her this year to Point 
of Entry, a son of Dynaformer who won 
five Grade 1 stakes. 

“Maybe we can recapture the 
magic,” Strawbridge says. # 


Leading Pennsylvania Breeder 

Over the past five years, George 
Strawbridge’s PA-Bred runners and 
those sired by his stallion Rimrod 
earned total bonus awards of 
$1,102,339 (2009-2013). In 2011 
and 2012 he topped the Pennsylvania 
Breeding Fund Program Awards 
rankings. 

Strawbridge has also held the title 
as the state’s leading overall breeder of 
Pennsylvania-breds since 2007.

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Preserving the past: 
For the love of 
the game!

I n college, history was my major 
and continues to this day as the 
most powerful field of study to 
transform my thought process. For 
me. It was a natural transition to 
locate in the Eastern Panhandle, 
a focal point of times gone by 
Many important battles of the Civil 
War were fought in close proximity 
to the town founded by Charies 
Washington, the youngest full-brother 
to George Washington. However, in 
the immortal words of G.F.W. Hegel, 
"What experience and history teach 
is this-that people and governments 
never have learned anything from 
history or acted on the principies 
deduced from it." 

We as horsemen are now 
embroiled in a crusade for our 


survival. As I see it, the confrontation, 
as are most in the annals of time, is 
about money. 

To understand the reason why 
we are worth saving is cause for 
putting pen to paper. The historicai 
significance of Thoroughbred horse 
racing to Jefferson County and the 
State of West Virginia may need 
clarification to some narrow-minded 
politicians. 

In 1913, the Charles Town Horse 
Show Association was established 
and began to prepare its own 
facility on the grounds that currently 
house the racetrack. The first of 
many annual shows occurred in 
1914 until the official opening of 
the Charles Town Racetrack in 
December 1933. At that time Charies 


Town was the oniy track operating 
during winter months in the United 
States. Defunct Shenandoah Downs, 
a competitor to Charles Town, was 
constructed in 1959 across the street 
and became one of the first tracks in 
the country to operate at night. 

These are noteworthy 
contributions in the chronicles of 
Thoroughbred racing, but it is the 
names and faces that need to be 
inscribed on the Mount Rushmore of 
West Virginia racing to understand 
the story here. 

i won't use any particular 
sequence as to avoid showing 
favoritism or echelon. 

A true pioneer in the record 
books of Charles Town Races was 
Sylvia Bishop, i had the pleasure 
of interviewing this grand lady of 
American turfdom who most believe 
to be the first licensed African- 
American femaie trainer in the 
United States. 

Syivia was an owner and trainer 
of Thoroughbred racehorses for 
over 60 years until her retirement in 
2000. Former jockey Webb Snyder, 
infamous for missing opening day at 
Charies Town by one day, galloped 
horses for Ms. Bishop in the 1940s

and '50s and often commended 
her courage to carry on in a male 
dominated industry. 

Another woman to capture the 
attention of the racing worid was 
Barbara Jo Rubin. Her ciaim to fame 
occurred on February 22,1969, 
as the first femaie jockey to win a 
recognized American pari-mutuel 
race. The win was at Charies Town 
on a horse named Cohesion and 
her notoriety gained her a spot on 
the Ed Sullivan Show, as weii as being 
interviewed by Waiter Cronkite. 

Aprii 27,1960, brought a virtuoso 
of ciass and dignity to the Charles 
Town Races in the presence of 
Jackie Kennedy. Attending a 
campaign raiiy with her husband, 
then Massachusetts Senator 
John F. Kennedy, the powerfui 
pair demonstrated West Virginia's 
key roie in the 1960 Democratic 
Presidentiai race. The popuiation 
then in Jefferson County was 18,655, 
with Democrats enjoying a 3-1 
advantage in party registration. 

Strong-wiiied women have always 
been a mainstay iocaiiy, and Ruth 
Funkhouser certainiy ranks high 
on that prestigious iist. A native of 
Hawaii, Ruth came stateside to 
attend boarding schooi and, with 
her iate husband Justin, founded the 
oldest (1939) Thoroughbred farm in 
the state. Ruth and her son Randy 
(current president of the CTHBPA) 
proved instrumentai in the creation 
of the West Virginia Deveiopment 
Fund and she further assisted in 
setting up the WVTBA. 

Any mention of racing's royal 
families must inciude this matriarch, 
Eleanor Casey. Members of the 
Casey clan comprise a Who's 
Who when it comes to racing and 
breeding at Charies Town. Eieanor 
and her husband James established 
Taylor Mountain Farm (named after 
their two-time winner of the West 
Virginia Breeders Ciassic). 

Enough with the pieasantries-it is 
time to give the men their fair share 
of the credit. 

in a reiaxed order i'ii start with 
jockey Biii Hartack. Wiiiiam John 
Hartack Jr. is enshrined in the 
Nationai Museum of Racing Hall of 
Fame and during his career won 
4,272 races, inciuding five Kentucky 
Derbies, three Preakness Stakes and 
one Beimont. You ask, what is his 
affiiiation to Charies Town? Well, at 
the age of 17 he took a job at the 
track exercising horses and worked 


as a stabie hand for trainer Junie 
Corbin. He began riding horses 
at Waterford Park in West Virginia 
in 1952 and within a year was a 
sensation. His sister Maxine was 
an empioyee of the racetrack in 
Charies Town for many years. 

Like a fine wine, Charies "Buck" 
Woodson continues to age with a 
distinctive flair. The octogenarian 
is best known as the co-owner/ 
trainer of the Charies Town iegend 
simpiy referred to as dhe Juice'. 
Onion Juice's career is iike a fairy 
taie.The battie-tested veteran won 
the inaugurai running of the West 
Virginia Breeders Ciassic in 1987 and 
banked an amazing $286,000 in 
an era preceded by siot machines. 
Nowadays, you wouid expect Buck 
Woodson to be resting on his laurels; 
Instead he just recently orchestrated 
his dream season by having a 
2-year-oid coit he bred, Giovanni 
Boldini, deciared West Virginia's 2013 
Horse of the Year. 

For 30 years, one man's distinctive 
voice resonated above the masses. 
Costy Caras, the track announcer, 
singie-handediy did more to 
promote the sport and entice 
patrons to come to the races than 
any precursor or successor in the 
tiny ovai's taie. One of my favorite 
pictures of Caras hangs on the 
History Waii in the track grandstand, 
it is yeiiowing with age, but you 
can stiii make out the date-Friday, 
December 18,1964-and the two 
aristocratic men are Constantine 
Caras and J. Edgar Hoover. The 
director of the FBi and one of the 
most powerfui men in the U.S. was a 
frequent visitor to the races. 

If you haven't heard of pro 
football Hall of Earner Sam Huff, then 
you probably know little about the 
Mountaineer State. For aii of Sam's 
exploits on the fleid it is his impact 
on racing that has endeared him to 
many horsemen in West Virginia. The 
West Virginia Breeders Ciassics were 
inspired by Sam attending the 1986 
Maryiand Miiiion with its founder, Jim 
McKay. His mantra became,"If they 
can do it in Maryiand, why can't I 
do it in West Virginia?" By eiiciting 
sponsors Huff's vision become reality 
and rewarded owners, trainers and 
breeders with a sizabie return on 
their investment. 

Aikie Dariington, radio show host, 
docker, ex-trainer, racing office 
force, this is one feiiow whose calls 
the nationwide racing community 


answers. Enshrined in the Aiken 
Thoroughbred Haii of Fame in 2012, 
Darlington made his mark by heiping 
to train a pair of Eciipse Award 
winners. His Saturday morning radio 
show Down the Stretch keeps Charies 
Town shoulder to shoulder with the 
local and national racing news. 

Through the years hundreds of 
horses have entertained, amazed or 
secured a place in our hearts, but 
the story of Jay Trump is one i found 
just too compeiiing to pass on. One 
of only two horses to win both the 
Maryland Hunt Cup and England's 
Grand National steeplechase. Jay 
Trump spent his early training years 
at "Shanty Town" near Charies Town 
Races. He is in the Nationai Museum 
of Racing Hall of Fame and is buried 
at the finish line of the Kentucky 
Horse Park Steeplechase finish iine.

Why Rules of Racing were revised 


by DWIGHT HALL 

Some people have the impression that the 
Rules of Raeing are all but etched in stone, 
unchanged since the great Iroquois stormed to 
victory over the Epsom plain in the 1881 Derby. 
That is not true. 

The Rules of Racing are a living document. 
They reflect changes that occur in Thoroughbred 
racing and in American Steeplechasing. But the 
overall goals remain the same. The purposes 
of the Rules of Racing are to assure an honest 
sport and one that is as safe as possible for both 
horses and jockeys. 

Periodically, it’s necessary to revisit the Rules 
of Racing to assure that they fully reflect those 
principles. National Steeplechase Association 
President Guy Torsilieri asked the Stewards’ 
Advisory Committee, composed of Franny Ab¬ 
bott, Duncan Patterson, and myself, to undertake 
this important revision. 

Also participating was Dr. Reynolds Cowles, 
an NS A director who heads the NSA’s Steeple¬ 
chase Safety Task Force. Invaluable to the re¬ 
vision was NSA Director of Racing Bill Gallo, 
who brings to the table decades of experience as 
a steeplechase racing official. Our legal advice 
was provided by special consultant Melanie 
Maloney. It was a strong, committed team. 

We urge all steeplechase participants-own- 
ers, trainers, and jockeys—to make themselves 
familiar with the Rules of Racing and the chang¬ 
es that have been made in the current revision. 

They are the rules of the road for American 
Steeplechasing. Adhering to them assures that 
our common goals of safety and integrity are 
fulfilled. Failing to adhere to them can be em¬ 
barrassing or downright expensive in the event 
of violations. 

Some changes in the Rules of Racing imple¬ 
ment NSA Board of Directors actions taken this 
year. In January, the NSA Board voted to adopt 
the uniform medication rules proposed for the 
entire Mid-Atlantic region. Several states are 
completing the process of adopting the uniform

rules, and the NSA was a leader in implement¬ 
ing the rules. 

In late March, the NSA Board adopted the 
revised Rules of Racing. The revision creates 
two new positions to implement a change in 
the Medications section. Chapter 10. The uni¬ 
form rules specify that only a NSA-designated 
veterinarian is permitted to administer the one 
permitted race-day medication, furosemide, 
whose veterinary trade name is Salix but still is 
widely known as Lasix. 

The NSA Medication Veterinarian was 
added to the Officials section. Chapter 5. The 
NSA Medication Veterinarian is charged with 
administering the furosemide or supervising its 
administration. 


Another new position in the Rules of Racing is 
the Safety Steward. This official is charged with 
assuring that the medication rules are being fol¬ 
lowed in the stable areas of our meets and with 
monitoring safety conditions during the races. 

Both new positions are very important to the 
sport, and we thank the National Steeplechase 
Foundation for funding the Safety Steward posi¬ 
tion this year. The presence of the Safety Steward 
and the Medication Veterinarian in the stabling 
area is assurance that the revised rules are being 
followed. We trust our horsemen to follow the 
rules, and almost universally they do. But we 
also need to verify the adherence to the rules. 

In our sport, most of the rules violations are 
mistakes rather than attempts to take an unfair 
advantage. The Safety Steward and Medication 
Veterinarian will help to assure that the mistakes 
are discovered before they reach the race course. 

Several other sections of the Rules of Racing 
have undergone revisions. Also revised were the 
sections on delegation of authority (3.4), running 
of the race (7.7), Steward s’Advisory Committee 
hearings (8.2), Hearing, Review and Appeals 
Committee (8.3), and forbidden practices (9.2). 

We urge all horsemen to embrace the changes 
in the Rules of Racing and to adhere to them. 
They are intended to strengthen American 
Steeplechasing, to foster continued growth in 
the sport, and to maintain its position as a leader 
within the Thoroughbred industry.

A split race offers additional competition and 
creates two winners—ready to move on to the 


next level—rather than one. The Foundation 
saw this opportunity to financially support 
the split races as a means to further two very 
important parts of our mission.”

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NSF supports split maiden races 


When entries for the $15,000 John Rush 
Street! maiden timber race flooded into the 
National Steeplechase Association office in 
April, racing officials immediately split the 
race into two divisions. That split, with full 
purse value in each division, was made pos¬ 
sible by a National Steeplechase Foundation 
grant that supports all split maiden raees when 
large fields are entered. 

In the past, one division would have been 
run, limited to the number of horses that eould 
start safely on the My Lady’s Manor course. 
But beginning in 2013 the NSA Board of 
Directors acted on the recommendation of its 
Steeplechase Safety Task Force and limited 
maiden races over all types of fences to no 
more than 10 starters. 

When large fields were entered, which is 
common in maiden races, racing officials had 
the option of excluding a large number of 
horses or splitting the race with a smaller purse 
in each half With neither result espeeially de¬ 
sirable, the National Steeplechase Foundation 
Board of Trustees stepped up and provided 
full financing for the second division in both 
timber and hurdle maiden races. 

“The National Steeplechase Foundation 
took this action to support two important 
initiatives,” said NSF President Sam Slater.

In Memoriam 


ROBERT ABBO 

Thoroughbred owner Robert ‘‘Bobby’’ 
Abbo, who campaigned milhonaire 
Immortal Eyes among others, died April 
20 after battling leukemia. He was 69. 

The hfelong resident of Washington, 
D.C., owned Roma Restaurant in Cleveland 
Park, which closed in 1997 when he retired, 
and had been opened in 1932 by his par¬ 
ents (Anna and Frank Abbo). Abbo and 
his wife moved to Florida in 1999, but 
stayed active in the area. A graduate of 
Georgetown Preparatory and Georgetown 
University, he was the founder and presi¬ 
dent of Poor Robert’s Charities, which 
provides vehicles and financial support to 
area non-profits. Last year, he received the 
Mary McGrory Advocacy Award from St. 
Ann’s Center for Children, Youth and their 
Families. 

In racing, Abbo enjoyed success with 
$569,437-earner Better Than Bonds, who 
he purchased for $67,000 at the 2004 OBS 
April 2-year-old sale and campaigned to 
win or place in a dozen stakes, including 
the Grade 1 King’s Bishop. Immortal Eyes 


joined Abbo’s small stable in 2010 and 
won a stakes at Charles Town that first 
year. The Florida-bred starred in 2013 with 
six wins in 10 starts, including a victory in 
the Frank J. De Francis Memorial Dash at 
Laurel Park. 

In addition to his wife, Marcia, Abbo is 
survived by his sister, Mirella Abbo. 

DOUGLAS LAMP 

Retired Charles Town Races racing sec¬ 
retary Douglas Lamp, 70, died April 27 in 
Martinsburg, WVa. Lamp worked in the 
Charles Town racing office as far back as 
the 1970s, and was promoted to racing 
secretary in 2005. Lamp is survived by his 
wife Sharon, son Charlie Lamp, daughter 
Whitney Smith, two sisters, two brothers 
and five grandchildren. 

JOSEPH PIARULLI 

Retired trainer and racing official 
Joe PiarulH, who steered the career of 
Maryland-bred Hall of Famer Vertex, died 
April 4. He was 90. 


PiaruUi was born and raised in Camden, 
N.J., son of Frank PiarulH and Anna Nuzzi. 
The elder PiarulH bred and owned Vertex, 
one the country’s top racehorses for three 
seasons-1957-59. Vertex won 17 of 25 
starts and earned $453,424. In 1958, he 
captured the PimHco Special, Trenton 
Handicap and Idlewild Handicap. In 1959, 
the son of The Rhymer won five con¬ 
secutive races, four stakes, from March to 
May. His victories in the Gulfs tre am Park 
Handicap and John B. Campbell Handicap 
came a week apart. 

“He was one of those horses you get 
once in a Hfetime,” PiarulH said last year. 
“He was an unbeHevable animal. You could 
do anything with him, work with him. . . 
He got along with everybody. He never did 
anything wrong.” 

Vertex also sired Kentucky Derby win¬ 
ner Lucky Debonair. PiarulH later became 
a steward and served on the New Jersey 
Racing Commission. He is survived by his 
wife Deborah, sons Joe Jr. and Thomas, 
brothers Michael and Gaetano, and many 
nieces and nephews. 



POLITICAL ACTION COMMITTEE 


WHAT IS MHBA’S PAC? 

It is a political action committee formed by the Maryland 
Horse Breeders Association. The PAC solicits voluntary con¬ 
tributions from individuals or corporations to support issues 
or assist selected candidates for public office in the state of 
Maryland who are interested in the problems of our industry 
and are willing to help us solve those problems. 

WHY DO WE NEED PAC? 

The largest market for horses bred in Maryland is horse rac¬ 
ing, an industry which is closely regulated by state govern¬ 
ment. In addition, while not well understood, horse breeding 
is an especially important segment of Maryland agriculture. 
The economic well-being of racing and breeding is very much 
a function of the political process. It is essential to the health of 
our industry that we educate our elected official and support 
those who work with us on issues vital to our interests. 


HOW DOES PAC WORK? 

The PAC receives voluntary contributions through its trea¬ 
surer which are then disbursed to candidates or spent 
supporting issues as selected by a committee headed by 
the chairperson of the MHBA Legislative Committee. 
Any administrative expense will be paid by the MHBA. 
Reports of PAC contributions must be filed with the State 
Administrative Board of Election Laws and are a matter of 
public record. 

WHAT ARE THE LAWS 
GOVERNING CAMPAIGN 
CONTRIBUTIONS? 

No corporation or individual may give more than $4,000 to 
a single candidate or more than $10,000 to all candidates in 
any given four-year election cycle. Any contribution to the 
PAC must be included in your $10,000 total for an election. 

WHAT IS THE TAX STATUS OF 
MY CONTRIBUTION? 

There are no deductions or credits allowed on your state tax 
returns but federal law permits a credit of 50 percent on total 
political contributions up to a $50 credit (for a $100 contri¬ 
bution) on individual returns, and a $100 credit (for a $200 
contribution) on joint returns. Political contributions are not 
deductible business expenses.

10years ago 

B The Pennsylvania team 
of Smarty Jones, owner/ 
breeders Roy and Pat Chap¬ 
man (Someday Farm), 
trainer John Servis and jockey 
Stewart Elliott stormed into 
Churchill Downs and came 
away with the Kentucky 
Derby-Gl, to the sheer delight 
of the chestnut coifs many 
followers. Smarty Jones, 
named after Pat Chapman's 
mother Mildred when foaled 
on her birthday, became the 
first undefeated winner of the 
Derby since Seattle Slew in 
1977. 

It was the first Derby for 
the entire contingent and ‘Vas 
a Derby like no other," report¬ 
ed Linda Dougherty from 
Philadelphia Park, the home 
base for the team. ‘‘. . . a 
Derby with [track] kitchen 
regulars and a Pennsylvania- 
bred colt who had suddenly 
become national celebrities." 

B “Bob Camac's hands are on 
this horse," said Pat Chapman 
prior to the running of the 
Kentucky Derby. Camac had 
been the Chapmans' trainer 
for nearly a decade, had picked 
out their future stakes winner 
I'll Get Along as a yearling, 
and upon the Smile mare's 
retirement, selected the mating 
to Elusive Quality that pro¬ 
duced Smarty Jones. 

Camac and his second wife, 
Maryann, had been murdered 
by her son in December 
2001. “It reaUy was a shock 
and it pretty much took the 
starch right out of us," said 
Roy Chapman. The tragedy, 
and Roy Chapman's dechning 
health due to emphysema, led 
the couple to seU aU but two 
yearhngs. Upon hearing good 
reports about the Elusive 
Quality colt, Roy made the 
choice: “If he's that good, I 
thought, and since this might 
be my last hurrah, I decided to 
keep him. . ." 


B The history of Penn 
National Gaming and the 
growth from “sleepy httle 
racetrack" to the nation's sixth- 
largest public gaming company 
was explored by Bill Finley. 

The track, which opened its 
doors in 1972, had spawned 
what was recognized by Fortune 
magazine the previous three 
years as one of the nation's 
100 fastest growing companies. 

B Bug River's smnning victory 
in the Maryland Hunt Cup — 
his first timber win came one 
week earlier in allowance 
company—was foreseen by his 
former trainer Dickie Small. 
Tom Bowman, who with his 
wife Chris and partners bred 
the 11 -year-old son of Polish 
Numbers and campaigned him 
earher in his career, revealed 
that Small “guaranteed me that 
this horse would make a good 
Hunt Cup prospect if he 
didn't turn out as a flat horse." 

B Bonita Farm announced 
that 1994 Kentucky Derby 
winner Go for Gin would 
stand the next breeding season 
at the Darlington, Md., farm. 
He would be the second 
classic winner to stand at 
Bonita, joining 1983 Preakness 
winner Deputed Testamony. 


25years ago 

B Pat and Roy Chapman's 
Uncle Merlin, trained and 
ridden by Louis “Paddy" 
Neilson III, defeated 
Freeman's Hill to win the 1989 
Maryland Hunt Cup over the 
rain-drenched, 4-mile course. 

It was Neilson's 16th ride in 
the Hunt Cup, and his third 
win (he also had two seconds 
and three thirds). The 
Chapmans, who owned 
numerous flat runners, 
purchased Maryland-bred 
Uncle Merlin, their first 
steeplechaser, one year earlier 
on the advice of Neilson. 

The Chapmans sent their Hunt 
Cup star to Englandfor Aintree's 
Grand National the next year, and 
he performed admirabl)i, setting the 
pace until losing his rider at Becheds 
Brook the second time around. 

B Little Bold John made 
it stakes win number 24 by 
taking the Grade 3 John B. 
Campbell Handicap at Pimlico. 
The 7-year-old gelded son of 
John Alden carried top weight 
of 126 pounds and defeated a 
solid field over a soupy track. 

It was his third win in a row. 


following the General George 
Stakes and Jennings Handicap. 

B Safely Kept kicked off 
her 3-year-old season 
following a 6-month 
layoff by taking Lau¬ 
rel's Politely Stakes by 4 
lengths. The Maryland- 
bred champion juvenile 
filly had been on the shelf 
after popping a sphnt 
when third in the Maryland 
Million Lassie. 

B Former Maryland Horse 
staff writer Joe Hickey, 
whose diverse career included 
20 years in management at 
Windfields Farm, had retired 
to the Eastern Shore of Mary¬ 
land, and was asked to reflect 
on his more than 40 years 
in the business.

B ChaUedon’s victory in the 
Preakness Stakes, the nation’s 
richest race for 3-year-olds, 
was the highlight of the week 
at Pimlico, but a number of 
other Maryland-breds hit 
the board in stakes as well. 
Another popular state-bred 
was Rough Time, bred, owned 
and trained by J.Y. ‘Wancey” 
Christmas, who capmred the 
Jennings Handicap. 

B Reporter Russell F. Oakes 
covered Preakness week, and 
added his appreciation to 
those behind the scenes in the 
success of William L. Brann’s 
ChaUedon, primarily Glade 
Valley Farm manager Frank 
Grosche, who oversaw the 
career of the classic winner 
during the early years. “The 
average racegoer is too wont 
to give credit for a horse’s 
victory to the jockey alone;
